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PREFACE 


This  book  is  the  result  of  a  desire  which  was  awakened  in  the 
mind  of  the  compiler  and  author  by  a  distant  cousin  who  interested 
her  in  the  family  history  and  created  a  desire  to  know  more  about  all 
of  her  ancestors,  more  than  could  be  learned  from  the  immediate 
relatives.  It  constitutes  research  for  over  a  period  of  twenty-five 
!  years  and  is  as  accurate  as  County  Histories,  Court,  Bible  and  family 
records  will  permit.  The  sources  of  information  are  quoted  in  many 
instances.  The  compiler  owes  a  debt  of  gratitude  to  Miss  Annie  P. 
Davis,  long  deceased,  a  descendant  of  John  Van  Etten,  who  in  1879 
published  a  skeleton  outline  of  John’s  family  of  Milton  Township, 
Mahoning  Co.  Ohio,  which  gave  an  additional  incentive  and  a  nucleus 
for  this  book. 

The  difficulties  which  are  met  with  in  gathering  material  for  a 
family  history  are  great;  only  those  who  have  experienced  the  thrill 
and  joy  in  so  doing  realize  that  many  letters  remain  unanswered, 
many  records  have  been  destroyed  in  the  localities  where  the  an¬ 
cestor  once  lived,  etc.  However,  one  must  draw  a  line  somewhere, 
so  the  compiler  has  embodied  all  of  the  information  that  she  has  and 
separated  it  into  generations  so  that  it  will  more  readily  be  under¬ 
stood.  The  results  are  far  from  complete  but  it  gives  a  firm  founda¬ 
tion  for  the  future  generations  from  which  to  work;  it  is  the  hope  of 
i  the  compiler  that  many  will  find  inspiration  and  pride  in  their  heri¬ 
tage. 

It  is  regretful  that  more  further  detail  has  not  been  ascertained 
in  many  instances.  Those  who  may  regret  the  brevity  of  the  sketches 
of  their  ancestry  will  please  consider  the  facts  necessary  for  a  full 
and  authentic  history  have  been  wanting.  This  is  hoped  to  be  an  in¬ 
centive  for  further  research  on  their  parts.  Full  credit  is  given 
those  who  contributed  in  any  way  what  so  ever  to  this  work  for  with¬ 
out  their  assistance  much  of  the  information  would  be  wanting.  In  an 
especial  manner  acknowledgement  is  given  Mrs.  Horace  G.  Walters 
of  East  Stroudsburg,  Pa.,  also  a  descendant,  genealogist,  and  Curator 
of  the  Monroe  County  Historical  Society;  Dr.  Andrew  O.  English 
(retired)  of  Monrovia,  Cal.  an  enthusiastic  helper,  also  to  those  who 
have  sent  their  respective  lines. 

If  the  study  of  genealogy  were  to  be  introduced  in  the  public 
schools  along  with  the  study  of  history,  the  student  would  develop  a 
much  keener  interest  in  history  for  when  tied  to  a  “Human  Interest 
story*  it  is  much  more  fascinating.  Rupert  Hughes  once  said  “Few 
detective  or  mystery  stories  furnish  more  excitement  than  the  tracing 
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of  lost  ancestors  through  the  wilderness  of  the  forgotten  past.  And 
the  value  and  performance  of  the  solution  is  beyond  computing.* 
Edward  Everett  once  wrote:  “Let  us  gather  up  the  traditions 
which  still  exist;  let  us  show  the  world,  that  if  we  are  not  called  upon 
to  follow  the  example  of  our  fathers,  we  are  at  least  not  insensible  to 
the  worth  of  their  characters;  not  indifferent  to  the  sacrifices  and 
trials,  by  which  they  purchased  our  posterity.*  For  “he  only  de¬ 
serves  to  be  remembered  by  posterity  who  treasures  up  and  pre¬ 
serves  the  historv  of  his  ancestors.”

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INTRODUCTORY 

ETY)MOLOGY  OF  THE  SURNAME  VAN  ETTEN 

JACOB  JANSEN  VAN  ETTEN,  1663  -  Otherwise  Known  as 

Jacob  Jansen  De  Lange. 

Contributed  by  Dr.  Irwin  Hoch  De  Long,  523  West  James  Street, 
Lancaster,  Pa.  and  published  in  the  New  York  Genealogical  and  Bio¬ 
graphical  Record,  vol.  LIII,  no.  1,  p.  70,  January,  1922. 

“Jacob  Jansen  De  Lang  (so  the  name  appears  in  Dingman  Ver- 
steeg’s  transcription;  in  Oppenheim^s,  it  appears  as  de  lange)  is 
mentioned  in  the  old  Dutch  court  records  of  Kingston,  New  York, 
which  date  from  the  year  1658  and  after,  which  records  are  now  in 
the  office  of  the  County  Clerk  of  Ulster  County,  New  York,  as  follows: 

1.  In  an  Ordinary  Session  of  the  court,  held  Tuesday,  Sept.  18, 
1663,  he  is  sued  for  fine,  but  defaults.  (The  Dutch  records  of  Kings¬ 
ton,  by  Samuel  Oppenheim,  in  Proceedings  of  the  New  York  State 
Historical  Association,  1912,  Vol.  XI,  page  72.)  The  name  is  here 

;  produced  in  this  form:  “Jacob  Janse  de  lange.” 

2.  In  an  Ordinary  Session  of  the  court,  held  Tuesday,  Oct.  9, 

1663,  his  case  came  up  again,  but  he  again  defaults.  The  court  allows 
him  a  third  default.  The  name  is  here  reproduced  and  printed  as 
follows:  Jacob  Jansen  de  lange  (the  long).”  The  patronymic  appears 
here  in  the  fuller  form  and  “de  lange”  is  explained  by  the  translator, 
whether  correctly  or  incorrectly,  as  “the  long,”  evidently  regarding 
it  as  a  nickname  of  the  bearer  and  not  as  his  inherited  family  sur¬ 
name.  (Ibid.,  page  78.) 

3.  In  an  Extraordinary  Session  of  the  Court,  held  Tuesday,  Octo¬ 
ber  16,  1663,  he  is  asked  to  testify  in  the  case  of  a  certain  prisoner 
and  he  does  so.  The  name  is  printed  in  this  form:  “Jacob  Janse  de 
lange  (the  long).”  The  patronymic  is  here  in  the  shorter  form,  other¬ 
wise  the  name  appears  as  under  number  2  above.  (Ibid.,  page  87.) 

4.  In  an  Ordinary  Session  of  the  Court,  held  Tuesday,  October  23, 
1663,  his  own  case  comes  up  again.  He  defaults  again,  the  third  time. 
The  Court  orders  him  to  pay  the  fine  and  also  to  pay  the  costs.  The 
name  is  here  printed  thus:  “Jacob  Jansen  de  lange  (the  long),”  pre¬ 
cisely  as  in  number  2  above.  (Ibid.,  page  92.) 

5.  In  a  Meeting  of  the  Council  of  War  and  Commissaries,  held 
Tuesday,  October  30,  1663,  there  is  demanded  from  him  “a  fine  of 
seventy -five  gldrs.,  pursuant  to  the  judgement  rendered  by  the  Court 
on  October  9  (see  above  under  number  2),  for  violating  the  ordinance 
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dated  August  4,  in  that  he  harvested  without  permission  and  a  convoy. 
Defendant  admits  that  he  harvested  without  permission  and  a  convoy, 
and  says  he  does  not  intend  to  pay  for  doing  so.” 

“The  Council  of  War  and  Commissaries  condemn  defendant  to 
pay  the  above  fine  to  plaintiff  (Roelof  Swartwout,  Schout),  pursuant  to 
the  judgment  rendered  October  9;  and,  as  he  shows  himself  obstinate 
and  unwilling,  that  he  be  placed  in  confinement  until  he  shall  have 
paid  the  full  fine.”  The  name  is  here  printed  thus:  “Jacob  Jansen  de 
lange,”  that  is  without  the  translator’s  explanation  in  brackets  after 
“de  lange.”  (Ibid.,  page  98.) 

6.  On  January  21,  (1664),  the  following  note  was  handed  to  the 
minister,  Hermanns  Blom: 

“Rev.  Mr.  Hermanns  Blom.  i 

Whereas,  on  the  evening  of  January  2,  last,  Paulus  Cornelisen,  j 
Jacob  Jansen,  alias  long  Jacob,  Cornells  Brantsen  Vos,  and  Ariaen 
Huybertsen,  came  to  an  agreement  with  the  Provisional  Schout 
(Mattheus  Capito)  to  pay  for  the  violations  committed  by  them,  the 
sum  of  one  hundred  and  seventy  guilders,  in  seewan,  of  which  eight 
guilders  are  for  costs,  leaving  one  hundred  and  sixty-two  guilders, 
one-third  whereof  is  due  to  the  Church,  your  Reverence  will  also  re¬ 
ceive  thereby  two  schepels  of  wheat,  besides  seven  schepels  of  wheat 
of  last  week,  making  in  all  nine  schepels  of  wheat,  reckoned  at  six 
guilders  per  schepel,  forwarded  on  account  of  the  Church  at  Wild- 
wyck  (later  known  as  Kingston),  being  the  legal  one -third  of  one 
hundred  and  sixty-two  guilders.  Done  at  Wildwyck,  this  21st  day  of  ' 
January,  1664. 

(Signed)  Mattheus  Capito.” 

Here  the  name  is  printed  thus:  “Jacob  Jansen,  alias  long  Jacob.”  I 
(Ibid.,  page  117.)  Entries  number  1,  2,  3,  4  and  5  were  made  when  i 
Roelof  Swartwout  was  Schout.  The  Schout’ s  duty  as  officially  defined  | 
included  the  keeping  of  the  minutes  or  to  act  as  secretary.  (Ibid.,  j 
page  X.)  In  the  entries  named  just  now  the  name  in  question  invari-  j 
ably  appears  as  “Jacob  Jansen  de  lange”  or  as  Versteeg  seems  to  * 
have  read  the  name  “Jacob  Jansen  De  Lange.”  Schout  Swartwout  woulc 
seem  to  have  regarded  “de  Lange”  as  a  family  name.  Whether  in  the 
original  record,  in  the  Dutch  script,  the  “d”  and  the  “1”  are  capital-  - 
ized  I  do  not  know.  In  any  case  it  would  be  very  difficult  to  determine 
even  with  the  original  before  one  (see  a  photographic  reproduction  of 
the  first  page  of  these  records  in  Oppenheim,  opposite  page  XVI), 
whether  in  the  script  a  “d”  is  to  be  regarded  as  a  small  “d”  or  a 
capital  “d”,  due  to  the  fact  that  the  two  are  so  written  in  the  Dutch 
script  that  one  can  hardly  tell  which  of  the  two  is  intended  by  the 
original  writer.  In  the  case  of  the  “1”  it  should  however  be  easier  to 
determine  whether  the  “1”  is  a  small  “1”  or  a  capital  “1”.  In  case  it 
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is  a  small  “1”  the  writer  may  have  intended  to  bring  the  two  elements 
“de”  and  “lange”  together,  writing  them  like  one  word,  especially  if 
he  regarded  “de  lange”  as  a  family  name,  as  he  seems  to  have  done. 

In  the  entries  made  by  the  Schouts  succeeding  Swartwout,  Capito  and 
Beeckman,  “de  lange”  is  regarded  not  as  a  proper  name  or  family 
name  but  as  a  nickname  or  alias.  Schout  Beeckman  however  in  one 
entry  omits  “de  lange”  and  writes  in  its  place  “van  Etten,”  as  will 
appeal)  below  imder  number  9. 

7.  In  the  records  of  the  Ordinary  Session  of  the  Court,  held  Tues¬ 
day,  January  29,  1664,  he  is  mentioned  as  a  defendant,  but  it  is  re¬ 
corded  that  he  was  absent.  The  name  is  printed  thus:  “Jacob  Jansen, 
alias  long  Jacob.”  (Ibid.,  page  121.)  In  both  these  sessions,  men¬ 
tioned  under  number  6  and  7,  Mattheus  Capito  was  Provisional  Schout, 
who  presumably  wrote  the  name,  and  this  doubtless  accounts  for  the 
fact  that  “de  lange”  is  regarded  as  an  alias,  whether  correctly  or  in¬ 
correctly. 

8.  In  the  records  of  the  Ordinary  Session  of  the  Court,  held  Tues¬ 
day,  October  7,  1664,  appears  the  following:  “Jan  Tyssen,  plaintiff, 
vs.  Annetje  Ariaens  Tack,  defendant.  Plaintiff  demands  from  de¬ 
fendant,  for  wages  for  two  and  one-half  months,  seventy  guilders, 
heavy  money,  and  thereupon  has  attached,  at  Thomas  Chamber s%  as 
many  schepels  of  wheat  as  long  Jacob,  the  defendant’s  servant,  has 
earned  with  the  aforesaid  Thomas  Chambers.” 

I  “Defendant  refers  the  matter  to  the  estate,  because  the  wages 
earned  by  the  plaintiff  were  earned  imder  her  husband,  and  she  main¬ 
tains  that  the  wages  earned  by  her  servant  with  Thomas  Chambers 
are  due  to  her.” 

I  “The  Honorable  Court  decides  that,  as  the  wages  of  defendant’s 
iservant,  earned  with  Thomas  Chambers,  were  concealed,  the  same 
shall  be  transferred  to  the  estate,  and  plaintiff  shall  stand  on  par  with 
the  other  creditors  after  the  sale  of  Aert  Pieter  sen  Tack’s  property.” 
(Ibid.,  page  162.) 

The  Schout  at  this  session  of  the  court  was  Willem  Beeckman, 
and  Jacob  Jansen  De  Lange  is  spoken  of  by  him  as  “long  Jacob,”  also 
as  the  servant  of  Annetje  Ariaens  Tack,  the  wife  of  Aert  Pietersen 
Tack  but  who  now  is  either  a  widow  or  is  deserted  by  her  husband,  as 
is  to  be  inferred  from  what  is  stated  in  this  record:  for  if  her  hus¬ 
band  was  not  dead  or  if  he  had  not  deserted  his  wife,  why  should  the 
wages  in  question  be  transferred  to  the  estate  and  settlement  be  post¬ 
poned  till  after  the  sale  of  her  husband’s  property? 

9.  In  the  record  of  the  Ordinary  Session  of  the  Court,  held  Tues¬ 
day,  October  21,  1664,  appears  the  following:  “Jacob  Jansen  van  Etten, 
farm  hand  of  Aert  Pietersen  Tack,  requests  that  he  also  be  paid  out 

Df  the  estate  of  Aert  Pietersen  Tack,  according  to  account  rendered.” 
(Ibid.,  page  167.)  The  Schout  at  this  session  of  the  court  was  Willem 
Beeckman.  The  name  in  question  appears  as  “Jacob  Jansen  van  Etten,” 
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and  the  bearer  is  spoken  of  as  a  “farm  hand  of  Aert  Pieter  sen  Tack”; 
the  latter  is  clearly  the  same  individual  mentioned  under  number  8, 
and  there  can  hardly  be  any  doubt  that  “long  Jacob,”  mentioned  under 
the  same  number  is  any  other  than  the  Jacob  Jansen  Van  Etten,  men¬ 
tioned  here.  If  this  is  so,  then  Jacob  Jansen  van  Etten  is  the  same 
individual  as  “long  Jacob,”  and  also  the  same  individual  as  Jacob 
Jansen  De  Lange. 

In  Wildwyck  there  were  in  those  days  different  individuals,  at 
least  three,  whose  names  were  Jacob  and  whose  father^ s  name  was 
Jan,  that  is  there  were  at  least  three  individuals  living  in  Wildwyck  at 
that  time  bearing  the  name  Jacob  Jansen.  These  individuals  are,  as 
they  appear  in  the  list  of  Names  of  Dutch  Settlers  in  Esopus  (Year 
book  of  the  Holland  Society  of  New  York,  1897,  pages  117-132),  com¬ 
piled  by  Dingman  Versteeg  from  the  original  Dutch  records  of  Wild¬ 
wyck,  the  following: 

1.  “Jansen,  Jacob,  1662.  Also  called  De  Lange,  1663,  and  Long 
Jacob.”  (Ibid.,  page  124.) 

2.  “Stol,  Jacob  Jansen,  signed  compact  May  31,  1658;  died  1663.” 
(Ibid.,  page  128.)  According  to  the  Kingston  Church  records  (ed. 

Hoes,  page  499)  the  widow  of  a  Jacob  Janse  Stol  married  Aart  Marten- 
sen  Doom,  Dec.  18,  1661.  If  we  have  to  do  here  with  one  individual, 
then  there  must  be  some  error  in  the  date  of  death,  as  given  by 
Versteeg. 

3.  “Stoutenburgh  (variants:  Stoutenborch;  Stoutenburg.  See  Op- 
penheim,  l.c.),  Jacob  Jansen,  1662.  Marritie  Hansen  was  mentioned 
as  the  wife  of  one  Jacob  Jansen  in  1670.”  (Year  book  of  the  Holland 
Society  of  New  York,  1897,  page  128.) 

4.  “Van  Etten,  Jacob  Jansen,  1664.”  (Ibid.,  page  130.) 

Number  1  and  number  4  are  apparently  the  same  individual  as 

pointed  out  above,  a  fact  which  was  not  observed  by  Dingman  Versteeg 
nor  has  it  been  observed  by  any  one  else  hitherto,  as  far  as  known  to 
me. 

If  now  we  turn  to  the  Baptismal  and  Marriage  Registers  of  the 
Old  Dutch  Church  of  Kingston,  New  York,  1660-1809,  transcribed, 
edited  and  published  by  Roswell  Randall  Hoes,  New  York,  1891,  we 
find  the  following  interesting  marriage  record:  “Jacob  Jansen,  j.m.  of 
Etten,  in  Brabant,  and  Annetje  Arians,  of  Amsterdam,  deserted  wife 
of  Aert  Pietersen  Tack,^  both  resid.  here  (in  Wiltwyck,  now  Kingston). 
First  publication  of  Banns,  28  Dec.  1664;  second,  4  Jan.;  third,  11  Jan. 
1665.”  (I.C.,  page  501.) 

1.  According  to  the  same  records,  pages  1  and  3,  on  August  14, 
1661,  Aart  Pietersen  Tack  and  Annetje  Adriansen  (sic)  had  a  son  bap¬ 
tized,  naming  him  Cornelis.  In  August  (the  day  of  the  month  is  torn 
away),  1663,  Aart  Pietersen  Tack  and  Grietjen  Vooght  had  a  daughter 
baptized,  naming  her  Grietjen.  The  witnesses  were  Jacob  Jansen  and 
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That  the  Jacob  Jansen,  mentioned  in  the  marriage  record,  is  the 
same  individual  as  the  Jacob  Jansen,  mentioned  in  the  foregoing  court 
records,  is  clear.  That  “of  Etten”  is  not  meant  to  be  understood  as 
the  family  name  “van  Etten”  is  also  clear,  because  the  letters  j.m. 
which  are  the  initials  of  the  Dutch  words  for  “yoimg  man,"  precede  it, 
while  otherwise  they  would  follow  it,  that  is  they  would  follow  “of 
Etten.”  Note  the  “of  Amsterdam”  after  the  bride’s  name. 

The  words  “young  man”  after  the  names  of  the  grooms  in  these 
Dutch  marriage  records  and  the  words  “young  daughter”  after  the 
names  of  the  brides  do  not  necessarily  mean  that  the  contracting  par¬ 
ties  were  young,  but  that  they  had  never  before  been  married.  These 
words  are  not  written  out  in  full,  only  the  initials  are  written  or 
printed.  In  the  case  of  the  first,  the  initials,  in  the  Dutch,  are  j.m., 
while  in  the  case  of  the  second  they  are  j.d. 

If  the  Jacob  Jansen  in  question  brought  an  inherited  family  sur¬ 
name  along  with  him  from  Holland  to  New  York,  it  is  more  likely  to 
have  been  De  Lange  than  Van  Etten,  the  latter  would  not  be  likely  to 
become  a  family  name  so  long  as  he  still  lived  in  Etten,  Holland, 
though  it  would  be  likely  to  become  such  after  he  had  come  to  New 
York  and  settled  in  the  Hudson  Valley.  If  then  De  Lange  is  his  family 
name,  it  did  not  originate  with  him  and  of  course  likewise  it  did  not 
originate  in  this  country.  Which  of  the  two  names,  De  Lange  or  Van 
Etten,  maintained  itself  among  his  descendants  in  this  country  is  not 
clear,  though  the  following  compilation  of  baptisms  of  his  children 
would  seem  to  betray  a  tendency  in  his  own  life  time  in  favor  of  Van 
Etten:

Barber  Andries.  These  two  records  in  connection  with  the  above 
would  seem  to  shed  some  light  on  the  question  as  to  what  became  of 
Aart  Pietersen  Tack,  whose  property  was  sold,  apparently  in  his  ab¬ 
sence,  and  whose  wife,  Annetje  Arians,  is  said,  in  the  record  of  her 
marriage  to  Jacob  Jansen,  to  have  been  deserted  by  him.  Jacob  Jan¬ 
sen,  one  of  the  witnesses  at  the  second  baptism,  would  seem  to  be 
none  other  than  Jacob  Jansen  De  Lange,  -  i.e.  Jacob  Jansen  van 
Etten.  For  further  information  concerning  Tack,  see  especially  pages 
156-7  in  Oppenheim's  translation  of  the  court  records,  also  the  index 
under  "Tack."

This  record  does  not  seem  to  me  to  be  complete.  Normally  it 
seems  families  were  large  in  those  days;  about  every  two  years  a 
child  was  born.  Between  1670  and  1679  there  is  room  for  two  or 
three,  but  I  find  no  records  of  baptisms.  The  variation  in  the  wife^s 
name  is  interesting;  there  is  also  some  variation  in  the  form  of  her 
patronymic.  In  every  case  in  this  compilation  as  throughout  the 
article  I  have  spelled  the  names  as  they  appear  in  the  records.  The 
husband’s  patronymic  varies  likewise  in  form;  his  surname,  wherever 
it  is  added,  is  always  Van  Etten  (written  however  differently),  and 
never  De  Lange.  This  latter  fact  would  seem  to  indicate  that  there 
was  a  tendency  in  his  own  life  time  to  adopt  the  name  Van  Etten  as  a 
family  name,  because  it  indicated  the  place  from  which  he  came  to 
New  York. 

As  to  the  ultimate  origin  of  the  family  name  De  Lange  and  its 
variants  -  De  Lang,  Delanghe,  Delangh,  we  may  be  sure  that  it  arose 
as  a  nickname,  given  to  the  original  bearer,  whoever  he  may  have 
been,  because  he  was  strikingly  tall  in  stature.  Just  when  and  where 
it  arose  as  a  family  name  is  difficult,  perhaps  impossible,  to  deter¬ 
mine.  It  may  well  have  come  into  being  independently  in  different 
places  and  at  different  times  or  it  may  have  come  into  being  inde¬ 
pendently  and  simultaneously  in  different  places.  The  name  is  how¬ 
ever  clearly  Germanic.  The  earliest  known  occurrence  of  it  as  a 
family  name  is  in  the  GOTTINGEN  URKUNDENBUSH:  Giseke  under  ' 
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Tyle  de  Langen,  1366.  See  Heintze-Cascorbi,  Die  deutschen  Famili- 
eimamen,  4th  ed.,  Halle,  1914,  page  205.  The  “de"  is  of  course  noth¬ 
ing  but  the  definite  article  of  the  Low  German  dialects,  correspond¬ 
ing  to  the  High  German  “der”  and  to  the  English  “the,”  and  has  no 
connection  at  all  with  the  French  “de.”  From  the  original  bearer  or 
perhaps  bearers  the  name  passed  on  to  the  next  generation  and  so  on 
down  to  the  later  generations,  and  each  subsequent  bearer  of  the  name 
was  known  as  “de  lange,”  whether  or  not  he  or  she  was  strikingly  tall 
in  stature.  The  writer  of  this  article,  who  bears  this  name  in  modi¬ 
fied  form,  that  is  in  a  partially  Anglicised  form,  would  seem  however 
to  have  a  right  to  this  name,  not  because  he  can  prove  descent^  from 
Jacob  Jansen  De  Lange  who  was  the  same  individual  as  Jacob  Jansen 
van  Etten,  for  this  he  can  not  do,  but  because  of  his  tallness  in  stature. 
He  measures  six  feet  and  one  and  one-half  inches. 

!  VAN  ETTEN:  The  surname  Van  Etten  is  believed  to  be  from  the 
name  of  Eaton  or  Eton.  Eton  is  probably  a  contraction  of  East-on,  or 
,  Eston  “the  east  town,”  although  the  name  may  equally  be  from  the  old 
I  English  ea  “water”  and  “ton”:  “town  near  the  water.”  The  family 
names  of  Eaton  and  Van  Etten  may  sometimes  be  of  Norman-French 
origin  from  Aiton.  Many  family  names  are  of  local  origin,  derived 
from  the  names  of  towns,  cities  and  landed  estates. 

The  Dutch  prefixes  van,  van  der,  and  the  French  de  did  not  re¬ 
fer  to  parentage  and  ancestry,  but  simply  denoted  the  locality  where 
the  family  originated.  Thus  -  Van  Etten  “from  Etten.”

2.  The  writer  traces  his  descent  to  Pyeter  Delangh  who  lived  in 
the  Hudson  Valley,  New  York,  and  later,  some  time  between  June  7, 
1730  and  June  27,  1738,  went  to  Pennsylvania,  where  he  died  about 
1760,  His  wife  was  Eva  Elisabeth  Weber,  daughter  of  Jacob  Weber 
of  the  Kocherthal  colony.  Just  when  they  were  married  is  not  known; 
it  is  known  however  that  in  1724  they  were  man  and  wife.  Two  deeds 
given  by  Pyeter  Delangh  in  1724,  which  are  in  Kingston,  New  York, 
are  the  documentary  proof.  Who  was  the  father  of  Pyeter  Delangh, 
the  writer’s  great-great-great-grandfather,  is  not  clear.

The  style  in  which  the  work  has  been  done  is  the  an¬ 
cient  Burgundian  style,  because  heraldry  flourished 
mostly  in  the  Netherlands  under  the  Burgundian  dynasty, 
and  the  Burgundian  influence  left  its  permanent  mark 
on  Netherland  heraldry.

Many  of  the  original  Dutch  settlers  in  this  country  were  neglect¬ 
ful  in  the  use  of  family  or  surnames,  while  others  who  had  them  fre¬ 
quently  adopted  the  Christian  name  of  their  father  as  a  surname, 
usually,  but  not  invariably,  adding  to  it  either  “sen,  se,  s,  sz,”  or 
“z”,  all  of  which  had  the  same  meaning  and  signified  son.  This  often 
resulted  in  descendants  of  a  common  ancestor  bearing  entirely  diffei 
ent  names. 

This  is  the  case  in  the  present  Adrianse  and  Ryerson  families, 
and  the  Martense  Arie  or  Arien  Ryerse  and  Maerte  Ryerse,  the 
descendants  of  Maerte(Marten)  Ryerse,  who  are  now  numerous  and 
bear  the  name  Ryerson.  The  descendants  of  Arie(Arien,  Adrian) 
Ryerse  added  “se,”  and  used  Adrian  as  a  surname  which  later  be¬ 
came  the  present  Adrianse. 

Elbert  and  Marten  Adrianse  were  sons  of  Adrien  Reyerse,  of 
Flatbush,  who,  with  his  brother  Marten  Reyerse,  came  from  Amster 
dam.  The  history  of  this  family  strikingly  exhibits  the  early  habit  of 
changing  names.  Reyerse,  itself  no  surname,  but  simply  a  patrony¬ 
mic,  was  retained  by  descendants  of  Marten  Reyerse,  who  now  bear 
the  name  of  Ryerson.  Of  the  two  brothers,  Elbert  and  Marten 
Adrianse,  the  first  settled  in  Flushing,  and  his  posterity  there,  in 
Dutchess  county  and  elsewhere,  compose  the  Adrianse  family. 

Marten  Adrianse  remained  in  Flatbush,  married  Sarah,  a  sister 
of  the  wife  of  his  brother  Elbert,  and  had  sons:  Adrian,  Rem  and 
Gerrit,  who  took  the  patronymic  Martense,  and  were  the  progenitors 
of  the  present  Martense  family. 

(1)  Adrian  Ryerse^  probably  emigrated  in  1646,  as  he  took  the 
oath  of  Allegiance  in  1687,  and  at  that  time  stated  that  he  had  been  in 
America  forty-one  years.  He  married  ANNA,  dau.  of  Martin 
SCHENCK.

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Chapter  1 

THE  VAN  ETTEN  FAMILY 


The  compiler  is  indebted  to  Mrs.  H.  G.  Walters,  curator  of  the 
Monroe  Co.  Historical  Society  at  Stroudsburg,  Pa.  for  the  following 
‘  history  written  by  Lila  Van  Etten  Huddy,  Milford,  Pa.  1925,  a  de- 
f'scendant  of  Solomon  6  and  Hannah  (Mettler)  VanEtten.  The  original 
manuscript  is  in  the  possession  of  the  Society. 


“The  scene  of  our  family  beginnings,  in  so  far  as  they  have  been 
traced  was  in  a  small  agricultural  town  of  Etten,  Holland,  eight  miles 
from  Breda,  a  prominent  City  of  Holland,  and  the  scene  of  much  con¬ 
flict  between  the  Spanish  &  Dutch.  The  little  town  of  Etten  was  many 
times  destroyed  and  is  fairly  new  as  to  historical  interest.  It  is  in 
the  province  of  Noord  Brahant,  the  most  southern  of  eleven  Dutch 
’Iprovinces  and  entirely  Flemish  in  its  characteristics.  I  presume  be¬ 
cause  Belgium  was  a  part  of  the  Netherlands  until  1830. 

“Etten  is  on  the  railroad  running  from  Flushing  to  Germany,  be¬ 
tween  the  important  towns  of  Rosendale  &  Breda,  and  thirty  miles 
from  Antwerp.  It  reminds  me  of  Milford,  Port  Jervis  being  Breda, 
and  Stroudsburg  being  Antwerp.  The  roads  are  of  rough  cobblestcne, 
built  there  in  Napoleon^ s  time,  and  run  for  miles  in  a  straight  line, 
shaded  by  linden  trees.  There  are  many  Monasteries  and  convents 
there,  wonderful  buildings  proclaiming  Catholicism;  and  many  Monks 
ind  Nuns  are  seen  every  where.  Breda  is  interesting  to  us  because 
it  was  the  scene  of  strategy  by  the  Van  Etten  ancestors. 

“Breda  is  strongly  fortified  in  time  of  danger  by  submerging  the 
surrounding  marshes,  making  it  impossible  to  reach  the  city  except 
oy  water  ways.  It  was  besieged  and  taken  back  and  forth  several 
:imes  during  the  wars  of  the  Reformation  between  the  Spanish  and 
Dutch  and  once  tradition  has  it,  that  our  ancestors  hid  themselves  in 
i  barge  of  peat  and  thus  gained  admittance  to  the  city;  when  the  gates 
opened  to  admit  their  countrymen,  they  rushed  in  and  captured  the 
'ity. 


“Valasquez,  painter  for  the  Spanish  court  in  1590,  used  this  oc¬ 
casion  for  the  subject  of  his  famous  picture  ^The  Surrender  of  Breda,* 
vhich  hangs  in  the  gallery  at  Madrid. 

“The  records  of  those  days  were  in  the  churches  only  and  our 
iJarliest  history  of  the  Van  Etten  family  begins  March  23,  1597,  when 
'bhannes  Marinessen  Adriense,  the  son  of  Marinus  Adriense  or 
Vdriensen  and  Maria  Hendricksen,  was  baptised. 
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“Our  next  records  show  Jacob  Jensen,  son  of  Johannes  Marinessen 
and  Wilhelimina  Hoannes,  was  born  1632  and  baptised  October  22, 

1634  at  Etten,  North  Brahant,  Holland;  to  this  adventurous  young  man 
we  must  make  our  bow,  for  he  came  to  America  in  1658  or  before. 

“A  composite  portrait  of  the  Van  Etten’ s  which  we  have,  are  tall, 
broad  shouldered,  blue  eyes,  auburn  hair  (sometimes  red  and  curly). 
When  Jacob  Jansen  was  born  in  1632  in  Holland,  Peter  Minuet,  the 
first  governor  of  New  Amsterdam  had  just  built  a  fort  on  the  present 
site  of  New  York  City  and  called  it  Nieu  Amsterdam;  now,  when 
[acob  Jansen  came  to  America  and  married  Annatje  Adriense,  Peter 
Stuyvesant  was  Governor  of  New  Amsterdam;  in  the  same  year,  1664, 
the  dutch  Nieu  Amsterdam  became  the  English  New  York;  why  Peter 
Stuyvesant’ s  guilty  surrender,  no  one  knows.  I  have  record  that 
Annatje’ s  father  was  a  very  wealthy  man  and  was  appointed  to  high 
office  by  Gov.  Stuyvesant;  he  also  was  an  elder  in  the  Old  Dutch 
church  at  Kingston,  N.Y. 

"Upon  the  arrival  of  Jacob  Jansen  on  this  continent,  he  settled  at 
Esopus  (now  Kingston)  on  the  Hudson  and  on  January  4th  1664,  he 
married  Annatje  Adriense.  She  also  came  from  Holland  and  was  a 
widow  (note:  EAS.  see  story  of  Divorce,  etc.).  The  name  Adrianse, 
as  you  will  notice,  is  the  same  family  as  the  ancestor  who  played  the 
heroic  part  in  the  peat  barge  of  which  I  have  spoken.  It  is  observed 
that  Annetje  and  Jacob  were  probably  distantly  related.  When  the 
banns  were  published  Jacob  Jensen  was  described  as  a  young  man 
Won  Etten’  -  in  Brahant.  As  was  common  in  those  days  he  assumed 
the  name  of  his  birthplace -Von  meaning  Trom  which’  was  later  given 
as  Wan.’  All  the  Van  Etten’ s  in  this  country  are  descended  from 
Jacob  Jensen-Von  Etten.” 

The  use  of  surnames  or  family  names  was  to  a  great  extent  ne¬ 
glected  in  the  early  Dutch  records.  A  patronymic  was  usually  used 
without  the  family  name. 

The  Van  Etten  family  as  printed  in  "Old  Ulster”  by  Benjamin 
Meyer  Brink.  Vol.  2  (Jan.  1906)  page  344. 

One  of  the  famous  regions  of  Europe  was  known  by  the  name  of 
Brabant  as  far  back  as  the  days  of  Julius  Caesar. 

During  the  Middle  Ages  it  was  under  the  dominion  of  the  Duke  of 
Brabant.  After  the  rise  of  the  Dutch  republic  it  became  part  of  the 
kingdom  of  the  Netherlands  and  so  remained  until  1830  when  South 
Brabant  was  separated  from  North  Brabant  and  given  to  Belgium. 
Brabant  is  now  divided  into  three  provinces.  North  Brabant  belonging 
to  the  Netherlands,  Antwerp  belonging  to  Belgium  and  South  Brabant 
belonging  to  the  same  kingdom.  The  inhabitants  of  North  Brabant 
speak  the  Dutch  language,  those  of  Antwerp  the  Flemish  and  those  of 
South  Brabant,  the  Walloon  French. 
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From  the  earliest  settlement  of  the  Esopus  the  name  of  Brabant 
was  given  to  the  lowlands  along  the  Esopus  Creek  on  its  west  side, 
opposite  to  and  north  of  Kingston,  New  York.  The  name  has  almost 
disappeared  from  local  usage;  its  last  survival  being  in  the  corporate 
name  of  the  road  of  Belgian  bridge  stone  tracts  which  was  called  the 
“Brabant  Plant  Road.” 

After  the  death  of  Johan  de  Hulter,  his  widow  in  1657  was  granted 
a  tract  of  one  thousand  acres  of  land  which  her  husband  had  pur¬ 
chased  from  the  Indians  (N.Y.).  This  land  lay  on  both  sides  of  the 
Esopus  creek  and  largely  on  the  west  or  Brabant  side  of  the  stream. 
Among  the  earliest  settlers  was  a  man  who  was  known  as  “Jan  the 
Brabanter.”  He  was  an  early  owner  of  one  of  the  lots  in  the  stock- 
i  aded  village.  He  appears  as  a  corporal  at  the  time  of  what  is  known 
as  the  “Esopus  Mutiny.”  He  subscribed  fifteen  florins  to  the  salary 
of  Domini  Blom  in  1661  and  about  this  time  was  in  law  with  Aert 
1  Pietersen  Tach.  At  the  Indian  massacre  when  the  village  of  Wildwick 
;  and  Nieuw  Dorp  (Hurley)  were  destroyed  on  June  7,  1663,  Tach’s 
,  house  was  burned  and  Tach  disappeared.  It  is  thought  that  he  was 
!  killed  by  the  savages.  At  least  he  was  never  heard  from  afterward. 

I  His  creditors  called  for  administration  of  his  estate  and  among  those 
ilwho  presented  claims  was  Jacob  Jansen  of  Etten.  Etten  was  a  village 
i  in  North  Brabant  six  miles  from  Breda,  where  in  1667  the  famous 
I  treaty  of  Breda  was  signed,  by  which  England  acquired  title  to  this 
:  province  and  New  Netherlands  became  New  York. 

I  It  cannot  now  be  determined  if  Jan  the  Brabanter  and  Jacob  Jansen 
I  of  Etten  were  the  same  individual,  but  they  seem  to  have  been.  In  the 
I  court  records,  Jacob  Jansen  is  called  the  “Head  Farmer”  of  Tach. 

I  The  claim  was  presented  and  allowed  on  October  21,  1664.  It  was 
for  “338  guilders  heavy  money  in  wheat.”  But  before  the  final  settle¬ 
ment  of  the  estate,  Jacob  Jansen  had  been  prosecuting  another  claim 
and  married  the  widow.  (Old  Ulster  Oct.  7,  1911,  Vol.  X,  part  3, 
page  207  is  found  the  record  of  the  divorce  of  Aert  Pietersen  Tach 
and  Annetje  Arians.  He  seems  to  have  had  another  wife  in  Holland. 
:The  court  permitted  Annetje  a  divorce  and  ordered  him  to  come  and 
[take  his  punishment  which  he  never  did.  Note:  Hoes  p.  1.  Cornelius, 
son  of  Aert  and  Annetje  Tach.  Bp.  8/14/1661)  Annetje  seems  to  have 
been  his  first  wife  -  also  the  first  wife  of  Jacob  Jansen  Van  Etten  as 
he  is  shown  by  the  marriage  record  to  have  been  a  batchelor  at  the 
time.  (See  Kingston  marriages  Vol.  X,  part  3,  Colonial  mms.)  The 
record  states  “Jacob  Jansen,  a  young  man  of  Etten  in  Brabant,  to 
Annetje  Ariens  of  Amsterdam  (Van  Amsterdam)  deserted  wife  of 
Tach.” 

A  little  later  his  name  appears  on  a  petition  that  a  minister  be 
sent  to  Kingston  and  is  there  signed  “Jacob  Johnson  Van  Etten.”  He 
was  here  as  early  in  all  probability  as  1658.  From  the  union  of 
Jacob  Jansen  and  the  widow  of  Aert  (Arthur)  Petersen  Tach  has  sprung 
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the  widely  distinguished  Van  Etten  family.  Jacob  Jansen  was  one  of 
those  who  signed  the  petition  for  the  control  of  local  affairs  on  Janu¬ 
ary  26,  1684,  mentioned  in  Old  Ulster,  Vol.  II,  pps  257-262,  which  so 
angered  the  Governor  Thomas  Donger  that  all  the  signers  were  ar¬ 
rested  and  fined. 


1.  JACOB  JANSEN  VAN  ETTEN  (1),  b.  in  1632,  bp.  Oct.  22,  1634, 
Etten,  Holland;  died  abt  1693  at  Hurley,  N.Y.  m.  Jan.  11,  1665. 
The  record  states:  “Jacob  Janse,  j.m.  (yoimg  man)  of  Etten  in 
Brabant  and  Annetje  Arians  of  Amsterdam,  deserted  wife  of  Aaert 
Pietersen  Tach,  both  resided  here  (in  Wyltwych).  First  publica¬ 
tion  of  bans,  28th  December,  1664;  second  publication  of  bans, 
January  4th  and  the  third  publication  11,  Jan.  1665.^ 

In  the  record  of  Annetje  Arian^s  baptism  of  her  children  by 
Jacob  Van  Etten,  the  name  is  variously  spelled  Ariaans,  Adriaens, 
Adriaander,  Ariaans,  Adriaense  Kam  and  Gebrius,  Gelvins.  She 
was  the  dau.  of  Adrian  (see  line).  When  Jacob  died  the  record 
states  that  he  left  a  widow,  five  sons  and  four  daughters;  another 
record  states  that  there  were  ten  children. 

Jacob  was  a  petitioner  for  a  minister  to  the  church  at  Esopus, 
N.Y.  in  1676.  He  took  oath  of  Allegiance  to  England  in  1689. 

Lived  in  Marbletown,  the  records  show.  His  youngest  child  was 
born  at  Hurley  in  1688  where  Jacob  is  supposed  to  have  been 
buried. 

Schoonmaker,  in  his  history  of  Kingston,  1888,  p.  491,  states 
that  one  of  his  grandchildren  who  was  born  in  1717  resided  at 
Rhinebeck  and  became  a  large  land  holder.  His  son  Aaron  after¬ 
ward  exchanged  his  property  at  Rhinebeck  for  a  tract  in  Ulster 
Co.  situated  in  the  neighborhood  of  Plattekill,  then  in  the  precinct 
of  Kingston,  now  within  the  boiuids  of  Saugerites.  From  Peter 
(no  doubt  Jacobis  son)  has  descended  that  branch  of  the  Van  Etten 
family  represented  by  residents  of  that  name  in  Kingston. 

Jacob  Jansen  first  appears  in  the  records  as  “Van  Etten”  in 
1670  when  Adrian  was  baptised.

2.  JAN  (2)  VAN  ETTEN,  Jacob  (1);  b.  Hurley,  bp.  at  Marble- 

town,  Jan.  3,  1666,  eldest  child  of  Jacob  and  Annetje  (Adrianse) 
Van  Etten.  The  date  of  his  death  was  not  found,  m.  1690  or 
^92  Jannetje  Roosa,  b.  abt  1670,  dau.  of  Capt.  Arie  and  Marie 
(Pels)  Roosa  and  g.dau.  of  Aldert  Heymanse  Roosa  (q.v.). 

Hoe^s  Kingston  church  records  on  p.  40,  43  states  that  Jan's 
second  marriage  record  says  that  he  is  the  widower  of  Jane 
Roosa.  He  m.  2nd.  on  June  22,  1731,  Cornelia  Van  Aaken, 
widow  of  Jan  Chammers. 

Jan's  name  appears  on  a  list  of  inhabitants  of  Ulster  Co.

In  1745  William  Allen,  merchant  of  Philadelphia,  con¬ 
veyed  a  tract  of  land  in  Delaware  township,  opposite  the 
Namenock  Islands  in  the  Delaware  river,  to  Jacob  Van  Etten 
of  the  county  of  Morris  in  the  eastern  province  of  N.J.  Through 
four  generations  the  title  and  possession  has  remained  with 
the  members  of  the  family.  Three  great  great  grand  daughters 
of  Jacob  now  hold  it  and  reside  within  a  stones  throw  of  the 
house  of  the  first  one  of  the  name  who  settled  in  the  county. 
This  was  Johannes  Van  Etten,  son  of  Jacob,  who  was  born  in 
Namenock,  N.J.  about  1730  and  upon  his  marriage  he  probably 
located  in  Pennsylvania.

These 
records  were  taken  from  a  pamphlet  by  Rev.  J.P.  Ten  Eyck, 
printed  1877;  ceremony  performed  by  J.C.  Fryenmuth  unless 
otherwise  stated  as  it  was  in  this  case.  Mary  Westfall  Van 
Etten  was  received  into  the  church  June  19,  1745^  and  Jan  was 
elected  Deacon  in  1745  and  appointed  Prelector  or  Reader. 
They  settled  about  1750  near  Easton,  Pa.  The  first  attempt  to 
organize  Smithfield  was  in  1746.  The  name  of  Jan  Van  Etten 
does  not  appear  upon  the  list  of  signers  -  upon  the  back  of  the 
petition  is  endorsed  the  words  “Plan  next  court”  and  at  the 
next  court  his  name  is  not  upon  the  list,  but  in  December, 

1750  (two  years  later)  his  name  does  appear  with  the  other 
petitioners  for  “A  township  to  be  bounded  by  Bushkill  on  the 
south,  to  which  creek  there  is  a  grant  of  a  township,  by  Dela¬ 
ware  on  the  east,  and  by  lands  belonging  to  the  honorable 
Proprietaries  on  the  north  and  west.”  The  petitioners  repre¬ 
sented  themselves  as  “the  remotest  livers  from  the  honorable 
court.”  This  application  was  held  under  advisement.  This 
Van  Etten  no  doubt  was  Jan  as  Smithfield  was  the  first  town¬ 
ship  and  on  August  22,  1767  John  Van  Etten  residing  in  Forks 
twp.  Pa.  deeded  land  to  his  brother  Johannes  Van  Etten,  three 
tracts,  containing  68  acres,  lying  below  the  Namanock  Islands 
in  the  Delaware  river  -  this  land  was  in  Delaware  Twp. ,  now 
Pike  Co.  Pa.  In  this  deed  John’s  wife  was  named  Margaret.^ 
Pa.  Arch.  Ser.  3,  Vol.  2,  p.  388  gives  a  little  side  light  on  this 
land.  “Land  Office,  March  24,  1767  John  Van  Etten  enters  a 
caveat  against  the  acceptance  of  a  survey  made  for  John  Cart¬ 
wright  by  virtue  of  his  application  number  1931  date  of  Oct.  10,

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1766,  for  the  land  in  Lower  Smithfield  Twp.,  Northampton  Co., 
alleging  that  he  hath  a  prior  right,  warrant  granted  to  Long¬ 
shore  the  day  of  ----  the  same  until  they  have  a  hearing  in  the 
said.  David  Kennedy,  James  Tilgham,  secy,  to  John  Lukens, 
Esq.  S.G.”  and  on  page  642  of  the  same:  “June  6,  1783,  Samuel 
Decker  enters  a  caveat  against  granting  a  patent  to  John  Van 
Etten  for  a  tract  of  land  in  Delaware  Twp.,  Northampton  Co., 
surveyed  by  virtue  of  a  warrant  or  location  to  John  Van  Etten 
Sen*r,  alleging  that  the  said  warrant  was  not  located  in  the 
place  where  the  survey  is  made  and  that  he,  said  Decker,  has 
an  improvement  on  the  land.”  David  Kennedy,  sec’y  John 
Lukens,  Esq^r.  Then  again  in  Ser.  2,  Vol.  2  p.  112  “Johanna 
Vanetta  against  the  heirs  of  Daniel  Vanetta  -  on  hearing  the 
parties  it  appears  that  Daniel  Vanetta  has  transferred  his 
right  to  the  land  in  dispute,  to  Johanna  Vanetta  by  deed  dated 
March  10,  1770,  now  produced  -  therefor  allowed  patent  to 
said  Johanna  Vanetta.” 

The  Capt.  John  Van  Etten  who  was  in  command  at  Ft. 
Hyndshaw  at  Bushkill,  Pike' Co.  and  at  Ft.  Hamilton,  Strouds¬ 
burg  was  also  a  Judge  in  the  orphan  court  in  1754.'*  “In  1755 
Capt.  John  Van  Etten^s  company  was  from  Upper  Smithfield.” 
Capt.  John  kept  a  diary®  dated  Ft.  Hyndshaw  and  Ft.  Hamilton 
Dec.  1,  1756  to  July  21,  1757.  His  diary  ended  abruptly  in 
July  22,  1757  and  many  historians  believed  that  he  had  died  as 
in  the  Pa.  Arch.  Ser.  5,  Vol.  1  p.  62  in  .“Field  Officers  and 
Captains  in  Provincial  Pay  1744-1765,  2nd  Pa.,  1st  Co.  John 
Van  Etten,  Resigned  B”  and  further  on  “The  late  Van  Etten’s 
Company”  not  necessarily  meaning  that  he  was  deceased. 

So  far  the  death  (or  divorce)  of  Mary  Westfael  Van  Etten 
has  not  been  found  but  the  records  show  that  Jan  married  the 
second  time  about  1757  to  Margaret  LaFevre,  dau.  of  John  and 
wife  Christina  (Wentz),  who  kept  “public  house”  near  the  Bush- 
kill  in  the  township  of  Forks  abt  6  mi.  from  Easton  at  the  time 
of  the  laying  out  of  Easton.  Mr.  A.D.  Chidsey  Jr.,  Pres,  of  the 
Northampton  Historical  So.  (1935-37)  (now  deceased)  in  his 
book  “A  Frontier  Village  -  pre  Revolutionary  Easton”  weaves 
quite  a  tale  around  the  romance  between  Capt.  John  Van  Etten 
of  the  Minisinks  and  Margaret  LaFevre,  the  inn-keeper *s 
daughter,  which  culminated  in  marriage.  The  records  show 
that  on  June  17,  1760  John  petitioned  for  a  license  for  a  “Place 
of  Entertainment  for  travelers”  in  Forks  Twp.®

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May  21,  1764  John  LaFevre  of  the  twp.  of  Worcester, 

Phila.  Co.  Pa.  and  Christina,  his  wife,  sold  to  John  Van  Etten 
of  the  Forks,  Northampton  Co.,  yeoman,  the  land  which  he  had 
acquired  from  the  proprietaries  in  1745,  situated  on  Tatamey’s 
creek  in  the  county  of  Bucks  (since  the  division  of  the  coun¬ 
ties  is  within  the  limits  of  the  said  Co.  of  Northampton),  con¬ 
taining  368  acres  together  with  appurtenances,  etc.  -  for  500 
lbs.  lawful  money.  In  1775  John  and  wife  Margaret  sold  this 
same  tract  to  Frederick  Diehl.  LaFevre’ s  will  is  on  file  at 
Phila.,  Pa.  probated  in  1779  in  which  he  mentions  his  daughter 
Margaret,  as  wife  of  John  Van  Etten. 

Several  children  of  John  and  Margaret  are  buried  in  the 
cemetery  on  the  farm  place  near  Easton  or  (Stockertown)  and 
their  graves  are  marked  by  stones  bearing  English  inscrip¬ 
tions.  A  Mrs.  Stecker,  wife  of  Melchoir  was  also  buried 
there  on  the  Van  Etten  ground.  Her  tombstone  bears  the  date 
1776.  The  names  of  John  Van  Etten  and  John  LaFevre  were 
among  the  first  settlers  in  Forks.  James  Searle  was  the  first 
surveyor  residing  in  the  Forks  twp.  and  occupied  a  dwelling 
on  John  Van  Etten’ s  land.*^ 

John’s  name  is  on  the  tax  list  of  Forks  in  1772  and  in  1775 
his  dau.  Rosina  was  bp.  at  the  Plainfield  Reformed  Church. 

In  1780  John  Van  Etten’ s  name  first  appears  on  record  as 
purchasing  land  in  Rowan  Co.  N.  Car.  and  in  1786  his  will  was 
probated,  in  which  he  states  “to  prevent  all  future  debts  and 
disputes  between  my  six  children  by  my  first  wife,  and  my 
present  wife  and  her  children,  and  as  touching  my  North 
Carolina  rights,  I  have  left  to  my  six  children  by  my  first 
wife  five  shillings  apiece  and  no  more.  I  do  hereby  debar  my 
executors  of  paying  them  any  more  of  my  present  estate  either 
value  personal  of  any  kind  what  so  ever — ”  etc. -“likewise  I 
give  and  bequeath  to  my  four  sons,  Samuel,  John,  Abraham  and 
Isaac  —  and  my  four  daughters,  Elizabeth,  Christian,  Rosanna 
and  Sarah”  (see  List  of  Children). 

In  John’s  Diary  -  a  letter  from  Capt.  John  Van  Etten  to 
Gov.  Morris,  1756,  “Ft.  Hyndshaw  July  24,  1756  (signed  Capt. 
John  Van  Etten)  it  is  very  clear  that  both  Jan  and  his  brother 
Johannes  were  present  at  the  fort  on  that  date  for  upon  inquiry 
of  the  Indian  for  the  Capt.”  His  brother  answered  “I  am  the 
man.”  etc.  The  following  was  written  by  Dr.  Andrew  O. 
English,  511  East  Olive  St.,  Monrovia,  Cal.  who  has  made  a 
very  careful  study  of  the  Van  Etten  records  to  ascertain  which 
John  (Jan  or  Johannes)  was  a  capt.  in  the  Colonial  forts.  He 
writes  on  May  8,  1943:  “I  have  found,  after  careful  study  of

He  always  used  his  English  name  John,  signing  letters  and  re¬ 
ports  as  “John”  while  Johannes  always  used  his  dutch  name 
“Johannes”  and  never  signed  John. 

In  the  letter  to  Gov.  Morris  (written  before  the  diary) 
from  Ft.  Hyndshaw,  July  24,  1756  and  signed  “John  Van  Etten,” 
published  in  Pa.  Arch.  1st  ser.  Vol.  II  pages  720-21;  this 
letter  is  evidently  written  by  an  amenuensis  as  the  name  is 
spelled  as  one  word  “Vanetten”  whereas  when  John  made  rec¬ 
ords  he  wrote  them  himself,  e.g.  his  diary.  This  particular 
letter  is  signed  by  John.  The  amenuensis,  probably  writing  at 
dictation  of  John  (Jan),  wrote:  “His  brother  answered,  I  am 
the  man.”  This  same  brother  continued  the  conversation  with 
the  Indian,  and  we  find  the  statement  “Then  Johannes  Vanetten 
desired,”  etc.,  indicating  beyond  a  doubt  that  Johannes  was 
serving  in  his  brother’s  company  at  that  time.  Jan  was  eleven 
or  twelve  years  older  than  Johannes. 

About  four  months  from  the  date  of  this  letter  we  have 
the  Journal  of  Capt.  Johannes  Van  Etten  at  Ft.  Hyndshaw  and 
Fort  Hamilton  in  Pa.  forces  from  Dec.  1,  1756  to  July  21, 

1757.  It  would  appear  that  John  and  Johannes  were  captains  at 
the  same  time. 

On  May  22,  1775,  Capt.  John  Van  Etten  and  Capt,  Johannes 
Van  Etten  received  new  commissions.  These  two  were  no 
doubt  Capt.  Johannes,  b.  1732,  and  his  son  John,  b.  1759. 

John  Van  Etten  is  supposed  to  have  been  buried  on  his 
farm  in  Rowan  Co.  N.Car.  but  the  present  owners  know  noth¬ 
ing  of  any  burials  there  and  there  are  no  markers.  When 
Margaret  died  is  not  known  but  she  followed  him  -  no  doubt 
lived  with  her  son  on  the  old  home  place  of  300  acres,  which 
were  granted  to  John  for  50  shillings  for  every  100  acres  on 
the  east  side  of  Hunting  creek  -  by  Richard  Caswell,  Gov.  It 
is  believed  that  the  son  Samuel  remained  in  N.C.  as  Abraham 
appears  in  Sugar  Creek  Twp.,  Greene  Co.  Ohio  in  1803  (he 
sold  his  N.C.  land  to  his  bro.  Samuel);  John  is  supposed  to 
have  gone  to  Ga.  In  the  1790  census  of  N.C.  they  seemed  to 
have  dropped  the  Van  and  call  themselves  just  Eaton;  in  the 
Salisbury  Dist.  of  Rowan  Co.  are  listed,  Christian,  Chris¬ 
topher,  Daniel,  Ebenezer,  George,  Isaac,  Peter  and  Thomas. 
Abraham  of  Greene  Co.  O.  was  known  as  Van  Eaton.  Hunting 
Creek  empties  into  the  Yadkin  River.  Capt.  John’s  land  was 
located  in  what  is  now  known  as  Davie  County,  N.C. 

In  the  files  of  the  Northampton  County  wills  John  Van 
Etten  b.  1720  of  Forks  Twp.  can  be  identified  in  the  following: 
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File  #51 3 -Richard  Van  Etten  of  Plainfield  was  his  brother  - 
Apr.  6,  1770;  File  #253-Adam  Ongler  of  Plainfield  Twp.-adm. 
was  John  Van  Etten,  Jxine  5,  1763;  also  #499  John  McMichael  of 
Lower  Smithfield,  adm.  John  Van  Etten  of  Forks  Twp.  June 
1769);  #116  -  R.  Schoonover  of  Lower  Smithfield,  Adm.  John 
Van  Etten  Esq.  July  6,  1756.

The  compiler  has  not  found  any  other  records  for  John 
and  Margaret’s  children  except  those  named  in  his  will  in

first  wife,”  living  in  1780  when  he  made  the  will  were  Helena 
Helm  ae  42,  Jacob  ae  40,  Catharine  ae  37,  Maria  34,  Margar-  . 
etha  Ennis  32.  Daniel  died  1774  and  Samuel  1761.  Seems  to 
be  one  not  recorded  here.  By  2nd  wife:  Maria  Margaret, 
Samuel,  Isaac,  John,  Abraham,  Elizabeth,  Christian,  Rosina 
(Rozannah)  and  Sarah.  Maria  Margaret  not  mentioned  in  the 
will. 

Copy  of  letter  of  Capt.  John  Van  Etten  to  Governor  Roben 
Morris  of  Pa.  in  Pa.  Archives  1st  series,  Vol.  II  p.  720. 

Ft.  Hyndshaw,  July  24,  1756. 

May  it  please  your  honor: 

After  my  humble  service  to  you,  I  take  the  boldness  to 
inform  your  Honour  that  we  are  all  in  good  health  here  in  the 
Fort.  I  likewise  think  it  my  duty  to  inform  your  honour  of 
what  happened  the  22nd  of  this  instant. 

In  this  township  about  fifteen  miles  above  our  fort,  I  sent 
a  sergeant  with  four  men  up  there  to  guard  some  farmers  in 
their  harvest,  and  as  they  came  to  the  field  some  of  the  com¬ 
pany  was  behind  and  they  Hollowed  to  one  another,  and  after 
the  second  Hollow  there  was  an  Indian  Hollowed  at  some  dis¬ 
tance  Towards  the  Mountain  and  Enquired  for  the  Captain.  Hi^ 
brother  answered  I  am  the  man,  then  he  said  Come  you  to  us, 
and  accordingly  He  did;  the  Indian  asked  him  if  he  was  alone, 
He  said  yes.  But  made  a  sign  for  Sergeant  Cole  and  the  com¬ 
pany  to  stay  back.  Then  Johannis  Vanetten  desired  the  Indian 
to  come  to  him,  but  the  Indian  answered  him  and  said  come  yo 
more  up  the  mountain,  and  he  did  and  they  met  and  Shook 
Hands  together,  then  Vanetten  asked  him  to  go  down  with  him 
to  the  house.  But  he  sd  no,  for  the  Indians,  sd  he,  have  done  sc 
much  mischief  Here  last  winter  that  he  was  afraid  to  come 
down  there.  Vanetten  sd  to  him,  if  you  are  a  friend,  you  need 
not  be  afraid,  for  you  shall  not  be  hurt,  but  he  answered  he 
would  not  come  in  but  would  return  that  Day  again  to  Wig  - 
mamonck,  then  Vanetten  asked  him  if  he  would  drink  a  dram 
with  him,  and  He  sd  yes,  and  the  sd  Vanetten  sent  for  the  bot- 
tel  and  drank  to  him  and  asked  him  from  whence  He  came.  He 
sd  from  Wyamonck,  Vanetten  told  him  he  lyed,  then  he  con¬ 
fessed  he  came  from  Teogo,  then  Vanetten  asked  him  how 
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many  prisoners  was  there,  He  sd  four  had  been  there,  but  was 
gone,  then  Vanetten  told  him  to  call  the  other  two  Indians  to 
come  to  him  if  you  are  friends,  and  you  shall  not  be  hurt;  He 
did  so,  whereupon  the  young  Indian  came,  but  the  other  would 
not  then  Vanetten  talked  to  him  about  the  four  that  was  mur¬ 
dered  the  week  before  on  Minisink  Road,  but  when  he  talked  to 
him  about  that  he  was  for  going  away  and  kept  himself  well 
guarded  with  his  gun  while  he  was  surrounded,  then  they  agreed 
that  Vanetten  should  go  with  the  young  Indian  and  Bring  in  the 
other  Indian  and  as  they  was  gone  about  one  hundred  yards 
from  the  companysaith  Vanetten  Call  to  the  other  Indian,  he 
sd  he  would  and  looked  back  and  run  off  whereupon  Vanetten 
fired  upon  him.  But  his  gun  not  going  fair  of  thought  by  his 
cauling  That  only  the  swan  shot  hit  him,  the  other  hearing  the 
gun  forst  himself  through  the  company  and  run  of.  Whereupon 
they  fired  Nine  guns  upon  and  killed  him  and  took  of  his  scalp. 

So  having  no  more  to  write  to  your  honour  I  suscribe  my¬ 
self  your  obedient  servant  to  Command, 

Capt.  John  Van  Etten.” 

Indorsed:  Letter  read  in  council,  and  other  data.  Present  the 
Governor,  Mr.  Logan,  Mr.  Peters,  Mr.  Mifflin,  Mr.  Chew. 

P.M.  This  affair  was  communicated  to  Teedjniscung  and  the 
Indians  after  dinner.  He  said  it  would  make  no  alteration  in 
the  publick  measures.  He  charged  ye  Indians  not  to  come 
among  ye  inhabitants,  if  they  did  and  should  be  killed  they 
would  disregard  it,  etc.

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WILL  OF  JOHN  VAN  ETTEN 

IN  THE  NAME  OF  GOD,  AMEN,  I  John  Van  Etten  of  Rowan  County 
in  the  State  of  North  Carolina  being  very  sick  and  weak  in  body  but  of 
perfect  mind  and  memory  thanks  to  God.  Therefore  calling  to  mind 
the  mortality  of  my  body  and  knowing  that  it  is  appointed  for  all  men 
once  to  die,  I  do  constitute  and  appoint  this  my  last  Will  and  Testa¬ 
ment.  First  of  all  I  recommend  my  soul  into  the  hands  of  God  who 
gave  it  and  my  body  to  be  buried  in  a  Christian  like  manner,  at  the 
discretion  of  my  Executors,  and  as  touching  such  worldly  estate, 
wherewith  it  has  pleased  God  to  bless  me  with  in  this  life,  I  give  and 
bequeath  in  the  following  manner.  And  to  prevent  all  future  debts  and 
disputes  between  my  six  children  by  my  first  wife,  and  my  present 
wife  and  her  children,  and  as  touching  my  North  Carolina  rights,  I 
have  left  to  my  six  children  by  my  first  wife  five  shillings  apiece  and 
no  more.  I  do  hereby  debar  my  Executors  of  paying  them  any  more 
of  my  present  Estate  either  value  personal  of  any  name  or  kind  what¬ 
soever,  likewise,  I  give  and  bequeath  to  my  beloved  wife  her  bed  and 
furniture  and  to  hold  free  and  unmolested  possession  of  the  house  and 
premises  during  her  life,  likewise,  I  give  and  bequeath  to  my  four 
sons,  Samuel,  John,  Abraham,  and  Isaac.  All  my  lands  to  be  divided 
in  the  following  manner  (viz)  Samuel  One  Hundred  and  twenty  acres, 
and  to  my  son  John  I  give  and  bequeath.  One  hundred  and  fifty  six 
acres  of  land  lying  on  the  other  side  of  hunting  creek  called  the  Bend 
and  the  remainder  of  the  land  to  be  equally  divided  between  Abraham 
and  Isaac  on  this  side  of  the  Creek.  I  give  and  bequeath  to  my  four 
daughters,  Elizabeth,  Christian,  Royanah  and  Sarah,  the  sum  of  five 
and  twenty  pounds  each  North  Carolina  currency  to  be  paid  within  the 
term  of  four  years  after  my  decease,  Elizabeth  is  to  have  her  saddle 
and  bed  and  furniture  and  after  my  just  debts  are  paid,  the  remainder 
is  to  be  equally  divided  between  my  four  sons,  and  I  do  hereby  nomi¬ 
nate,  constitute  and  appoint  my  dear  and  loving  wife,  and  my  son 
Samuel  and  my  trusty  friend  David  Caldwell,  Executors  of  this  my 
last  Will  and  Testament,  hereby  revoking  and  disannulling  all  former 
Wills  and  Testaments  by  me  hertofore  made,  and  all  legacies  requests 
and  Executors  by  me  in  any  ways  before  this  time  willed  and  be¬ 
queathed,  satisfying  and  confirming  this  and  no  other  to  be  my  last 
Will  and  Testament. 

IN  WITNESS  HEREOF  I  have  hereunto  set  my  hand  and  seal  this 
twentieth  day  of  March,  Seventeen  hundred  and  Eighty  Six.

This  will  was  recorded  at  Salisbury,  N.C.  in  Book  “C”,  page  181,  the 
20th  day  of  March,  1786. 

Minute  Book  1773-1786  May  Session,  Rowan  County,  N.C.  p.  548 
is  found  -  "The  last  will  and  testament  of  John  Van  Etten  proved  in 
open  court  by  the  oath  of  Francis  Neely.  Ordered  that  letters  Testa¬ 
mentary  issue  to  Margaret  Van  Etten,  Samuel  Van  Etten  and  Daniel 
Caldwell  who  qualified.” 

Of  John  and  Margaret’s  children  -  we  find  where  Samuel  Van 
Etten  m.  Ruth  Neely,  (the  date  is  lacking  in  the  record)  Their  child¬ 
ren  were  John,  Richard,  Abraham,  Betsey,  Nancy,  Margarite,  Dolly, 
Hannah  and  Sarah.  Of  these,  we  believe  the  marriage  record  of  John 
V.E.  who  m.  12-12-1820  to  Liddy  Lowery,  wit.  were  Abram  Neely 
and  Henry  Allenmong,  fits  Samuel’s  son  John. 

Richard  V.E.  m.  1-14-1826  Catharine  March  -  wit.  were  John 
McCall  Jr.  and  L.P.  Rose,  J.P.  (deeds  prove  Richard  to  have  been 
Samuel’s  son).  Abraham  (Samuel’s  son)  m.  Barsina  Bean  and  had 
seven  children. 

Abraham  Van  Etten  (son  of  John  and  Margaret)  m.  12-17-1789  to 
Avis  Stapleton,  wit:  to  the  m.  were  James  McDaniel  and  Ed.  Harris. 

The  following  letter  written  to  the  compiler  on  March  11,  1949  by 
Mrs.  W.  Weniger,  Corvallis,  Ore.  gives  some  of  Abraham’s  data. 

"Do  you  remember  writing  me  several  years  ago  about  a  John 
Meharg,  born  in  Ireland  in  1839,  who  came  to  this  country  with  his 
parents  in  1852  and  later  married  Mary  Whittlesey?  You  thought,  if 
he  had  a  son  John,  that  he  might  be  Mrs.  Brouse’s  father. 

Not  long  after  receiving  your  letter,  I  got  one  from  the  Marriage 
License  Clerk  of  the  Probate  Court,  Portage  County,  Ohio,  which 
said:  T  have  checked  our  marriage  record  index  and  cannot  find  any 
license  issued  to  the  above  named  parties  [John  Meharg  and  Amy  Van 
Eaton].  We  have  a  John  Meharg  listed  who  married  a  Clarice  Whit¬ 
tlesey,  July  9,  1867.  They  must  have  obtained  their  license  in  another 
county.’ 

I  didn’t  pay  much  attention  to  this  note,  since  I  was  concerned 
with  Mrs.  Brouse’s  mother,  Amy  Van  Eaton,  evidently  John’s  second 
wife.  But  the  other  day  I  was  going  through  my  notes,  discarding  a 
lot  and  bringing  my  file  up  to  date,  and  when  I  re-read  this,  I  thought 
possibly  you  might  want  it  for  your  Whittlesey  file.  There  was  just  the 
one  John  Meharg,  Mrs.  Brouse’s  father,  born  in  Ireland  on  Nov.  25, 
1839,  the  original  of  the  article  from  the  History  of  Portage  Co., Ohio, 
a  copy  of  which  you  sent  me.  My  notes  say  he  came  to  America  in 
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1851  and  settled  in  Mahoning  Co.;  that  he  was  a  Mason  and  G.A.R. 
veteran;  moved  to  Riverside,  Calif.,  in  1895;  died  at  South  Pasadena 
Nov.  4,  1932  and  is  buried  in  Olivewood  Cemetery,  Riverside.  His 
second  wife  was  Amy  Van  Eaton,  born  Feb.  5,  1853;  died  at  Hermosa 
Beach,  Calif.,  June  16,  1930;  buried  in  Olivewood  Cemetery,  Riverside, 
Calif.  Amy  was  the  daughter  of  the  Rev.  John  Van  Eaton,  born  Xenia, 
Ohio,  Dec.  31,  1817;  lived  in  Rochester,  N.Y.,  five  years,  then  moved 
to  York,  Livingston  Co.,  N.Y.;  died  in  Clinton  Springs,  N.Y.,  March  5, 
1880;  buried  in  York  Cemetery.  Married  April  19,  1846  Rebecca 
Katherine  Young,  born  Oxford,  Ohio,  in  1825;  died  in  Washington, 

D.C.,  in  1900,  aged  75  years;  buried  in  York,  N.Y.  She  was  the 
daughter  of  Alexander  Young,  who  lived  in  Butler  Co.,  Ohio,  then  at 
Oxford,  Ohio,  and  died  in  Louisa  Co.,  Iowa,  July  12,  1864.  He  is 
buried  beside  his  wife,  who  died  in  1828,  in  Collinsville,  Butler  Co., 
Ohio. 

The  Rev.  John  Van  Eaton  was  the  son  of  John  Van  Eaton,  who  was 
born  in  Virginia  (?)  Nov.  22,  1791;  died  Xenia,  Ohio,  Feb.  11,  1858. 

July  13,  1815  he  married  Sally  Bigger,  who  died  March  25,  1871  (one 
record  says  April),  aged  76  yrs,  11  mos,  10  days  (the  other  record 
says  aged  77  yrs).  A  family  Bible  in  Xenia  says  she  was  born  April 
15,  1794.  She  and  John  are  buried  in  Woodland  Cemetery,  Xenia. 

They  had  ten  children. 

John  Van  Eaton  was  a  son  of  Abraham  Van  Eaton,  who  married 
Avis  Stapleton  in  Salisbury,  Rowan  Co.,  N.C.,  Dec.  17,  1789,  and  had 
13  children.  Abraham  died  at  his  farm  on  Sugar  Creek,  Greene  Co., 
Ohio.  A  note  given  me  said  he  left  a  will,  said  to  be  recorded  in 
Union  Co.,  Ohio,  Feb.  20,  1845,  but  I  have  written  practically  every 
county  in  Ohio  and  Indiana,  near  the  Wabash  River,  and  couldn’t  find 
it.  This  Abraham,  with  his  brothers  Samuel,  John,  and  Isaac,  were 
sons  of  John  Van  Etten  of  Rowan  County,  N.C.,  who  died  in  1786. 

You  probably  have  all  this  but  I  thought  you  might  want  to  clear 
up  the  record  for  John  Meharg’s  first  wife  -  her  name  was  probably 
Mary  Clarice. 

John  V.E.  son  of  Abraham,  1791-1858  left  a  will  and  named  his 
children  and  wife  Sarah.  Ch.  named  were:  Joseph  (b.  8-2-1837,  d. 
12-7-1897);  James,  Albert,  John,  Sarah,  Martha,  Rebecca  Wright, 
also  grand  dau.  Jannette  M.  Hamill.  A  James  Hamill  is  mentioned, 
probably  the  father  of  Jannette  whose  mother  perhaps  was  deceased. 

In  Robinson’s  Hist,  of  Greene  Co.  Ohio  on  p.  21  it  states  that 
Sugar  Creek  twp.  was  the  gateway  into  the  county  of  almost  all  of  the 
pioneers.  Abraham  Van  Etten  was  in  Sugar  Creek  in  Aug.  of  1803 
aged  over  21.  On  p.  41  we  find  where  Abraham  attended  preaching 
services  of  Rev.  Robert  Armstrong  in  the  cabin  at  Bellbrook  erected 
by  Joseph  Vance,  in  the  fall  of  1804.  Armstrong  was  an  associator  or 
Seceder;  on  p.  261  Abraham  is  listed  from  Sugar  Creek  Twp.  as  a 
soldier  in  the  war  of  1812  in  Capt.  John  Clarks’  Co.  and  is  bur.  in 
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Pioneer  graveyard  north  of  Bellbrook,  O.  John  V.E.  also  of  Sugar 
Creek  twp.  was  in  Ammi  Maltbie  Co.  same  war  and  he  (John)  d.  in 
1858  ae  66  and  is  bur.  in  Woodland,  Xenia;  on  p.  392  it  states  that 
Van  Etten  of  Sugar  Creek  Twp.  soldier  of  1812  and  one  of  the  first 
grand  jurors  in  Greene  is  bur.  at  Pioneer,  and  John  Jr,,  Xenia  in 
1840  removed  to  York,  N.Y. 

Credit  is  also  given  to  Mrs.  John  W.  Van  Eaton,  R.D.  5,  Xenia, 
Ohio,  for  verification  of  the  above.  The  Bible  giving  data  of  John  and 
Sarah  (Bigger)  Van  Eaton  is  in  her  possession. 

We  find  that  Abraham  and  Avis  (Stapleton)  V.E.  also  had  children: 
Sarah,  b.  Oct.  18,  1790;  Margerite,  Anne,  Joseph,  Josiah,  James, 
Margerite  (2nd),  Samuel,  Mary,  Rachel,  Avis  and  Rebecca,  (thirteen 
in  all).” 

The  compiler  has  a  photostat  copy  of  the  will  of  John  LaFebre, 
father  of  Margaret  Van  Etten  (wife  of  John)  and  mother  of  the  above 
Abraham.  Will  filed  in  Phila.  Pa.  dated  Oct.  28,  1778;  probated  Feb. 
3,  1779.  “Far  advanced  in  years”  -  of  Hereford  Twp.  Berks  Co.  Pa. 
children  mentioned:  John,  Isaac,  Margaretha,  wife  of  John  Van  Etten; 
Susanna,  wife  of  Gabriel  Frey,  Christina  late  wife  of  John  Mellig; 
Elizabeth  wife  of  Leonard  Gressemer,  and  Henry.  Exec.:  Isaac 
LaFevre,  son  and  Leonard  Greesemer,  son-in-law.  Wit:  George 
Kriebel, - ?  and  Nicholas  March. 

25.  HELENA  (lena  or  Magdalena)*  Van  Etten,  Jacobus^,  see  no.  14; 
bp.  24  Dec.  1721  (Hoe’s),  wit.  were  Johannes  Westbrook  and 
Magdalena  Decker.  She  married  18  June,  1742  Rev.  Johan 
Casparus  Fryenmuth,  b.  Switzerland  about  1718/20,  and  as  a 
young  man  emigrated  to  America  where  he  settled  at  Mini¬ 
sink,  Orange  Co.  N.Y.  The  people  of  the  Dutch  congregations 
of  Minisink,  Smithfield,  Walpeck,  and  Machackemack  (Deer 
Park),  impressed  with  his  earnestness,  encouraged  him  to 
continue  his  theological  studies  and,  with  their  contributions, 
made  it  possible  for  him  to  go  to  Holland  and  complete  his 
education. 

Upon  his  return  he  was  appointed,  in  1741,  the  first  regu¬ 
lar  pastor  of  the  Dutch  Reformed  Church  at  Shawnee-on-Dela- 
ware,  Monroe  County,  Pa.,  and  served  until  Dec.  1743.  He 
was  ordained  by  Domine  George  W.  Mancius  on  Dec.  16,  1744, 
and  from  then  until  1756,  he  was  pastor  at  Minisink,  Walpeck 
and  Machackemack;  also  during  part  of  this  period,  from  1745 
until  1751,  he  was  supply  pastor  at  Warwarsing,  N.Y.  From 
1756  until  1770,  he  was  pastor  of  the  congregations  at  Kinder- 
hook,  Claverack,  and  Livingston  Manor,  and  from  1770  until 
1778,  of  those  at  Red  Hook,  Kinderhook,  and  Schodack,  all  in 
N.Y.  state.  (Manual  of  the  Reformed  church  in  America,  4th 
edit.  1902,  p.  481.) 
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Signatures  of  Capt.  John  Van  Etten  and 
Capt.  Johannes  Van  Etten  for  comparison 
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Site  of  Fort  Hyndshaw 

Northernmost  of  a  line  of  Forts  built  in  1756  under  the  direction  of  Benjamin 
Franklin  erected  and  commanded  by  Capt.  John  Van  Etten  and  Lt.  James  Hyndshaw 
erected  by  the  Monroe  County  Historical  Society,  19  36.  (Bushkill,  Pike  Co.  Pa.) 
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He  died  about  1778,  aged  nearly  66  yrs.  and  is  buried  be¬ 
neath  the  church  at  Kinderhook;  his  widow  survived  him  many 
years  and  died  there  Oct.  10,  1808  aged  87  yrs.  and  three  days. 
They  had  six  daughters,  five  of  whom  reached  maturity  and 
married.  All  but  the  youngest  bp.  in  Machackemack. 

At  the  time  of  their  marriage  they  were  both  listed  as  in 
Morris  Co.  N.J.  and  about  1757/8  moved  to  Kinderhook.  (The 
Namenock  fort  was  built  on  land  donated  by  Cornelius  West¬ 
brook,  bro.  to  Justice  Anthony,  and  is  now,  in  1947,  the  Bur  son 
Bell  farm.)  His  sermons  were  all  dated  from  “Nomenock” 

N.J.  where  the  parsonage  was  located,

Etten  and  Antje  Westbrook,  bis  wife,  on  May  5,  1771  m. 

19  Junfe,  1748,  he  d.  in  March  1807 
in  East  Greenbush,  N.Y.  7  son  of  Evert  and  Margarita 
(Fitzgerald)  Van  Alen.  She  was  one  of  the  executors  of 
his  will  dated  Nov.  21,  1793.

m.  is  recorded  as  follows  in  the  Kinderhook  Dutch  Ch.

May  31,  1808, 
a  son  of  Evert  and  Margarita  (Fitzgerald)  Van  Alen.  She 
survived  her  husband  some  years  -  on  May  31,  1808  she 
advertised  for  sale  a  house  and  barn,  and  two  acres  of 
land  in  Kinderhook,  late  the  property  of  Abraham  Van 
Alen,  also  on  Apr.  1,  1816  she  gave  the  power  of  attorny 
to  James  Vanderpoel,  to  collect  her  third  as  widow  of 
Abraham  Van  Alen,  in  pursuance  of  a  judgement  obtained 
against  Elizabeth  Thurston.

(see  N.Y.  Gen.  and  Biog.  Rec.  July  1948).

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Ch.  Wit.:  Abram  Fonda  and  Jannetje  Muller,  On  Mar.  1, 
1792  she  married  as  his  third  wife,  Jacobus  Vanderpool, 
b.  May  20,  1737;  d.  July  7,  1804.  Son  of  Laurens  Vander- 
poel  and  Ariantje  Vanderburg.  She  was  living  in  1808,  but 
there  is  no  record  of  any  children.

ANTHONY  (4)  VAN  ETTEN,  Jacobus  3  see  no.  14. 

b.  or  bp.  June  12,  1726,  Kingston  (Napenock)  Ulster  Co.  N.Y. 

He  was  an  enthusiastic  supporter  of  the  cause  of  the  American 
Colonies  in  the  war  of  the  revolution,  a  Signer  of  the  articles 
of  Association  at  Minisink  in  1775  and  served  in  the  Militia 
forces  as  a  Capt.  of  Orange  Co.  Mil.  His  patriotic  zeal  pro¬ 
cured  for  him  the  enmity  of  those  who  sympathized  with  the 
Royal  cause,  and  in  the  latter  part  of  1778  he  was  assassinated 
by  Tories  in  his  orchard. 

His  home  was  a  strongly  constructed  stone  building,  in 
which  his  widow  and  children  continued  to  reside  after  his 
death  until  the  invasion  by  Brandt  in  July  1779.  The  place  was 
then  dismantled,  but  not  burned,  and  his  widow,  returning, 
lived  there  until  her  death. 

She  survived  him  by  many  years;  she  was  a  short,  strong 
woman,  of  good  constitution,  and  an  effectionate  mother, 
agreeable  neighbor,  sociable,  and  much  addicted  to  humorous 
conversation;  often  told  funny  occurrences  of  former  times. 
The  writer  finds  two  death  dates  for  the  widow  Annatje  Decker 
whom  Anthony  married  Aug.  3,  1750  at  Namenock.  She  was 
born  1728  or  30  and  died  Owaseo  Cayuga  Co.  N.Y.  Jan.  30, 

1821.  She  was  the  daughter  of  Thomas  Decker  (1704-80)  ac¬ 
cording  to  DAR  naUl  no.  127840  but  NatT  no.  1757  names 
Major  John  Decker  as  her  father.  Prob.  the  former  is  correct. 
Soon  after  the  marriage  of  Anthony  and  Hannah,  they  settled 
in  Deerpark,  Orange  Co.  N.Y.  and  there  remained.  He  was  a 
blacksmith  by  trade;  a  Justice  of  the  Peace  (Vredrichter)  and 
he  performed  many  of  the  Van  Etten  marriages.  In  1751  he 
was  a  deacon  of  Machackemeck  Church  and  in  1755,  an  elder.

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Surrogate,  N.Y.  City  he  gave  his  personal  property  to  his 
wife  as  long  as  she  remain  his  widow  and  after  she  was 
through  with  it,  it  was  to  be  divided  among  his  four  sons  and 
six  daughters.

JOHANNES  (4)  VAN  ETTEN,  Jacobus  (3)  see  no.  14,  born  Jan. 
2/1732  (authorities  agree  that  he  was  b.  1731/32),  child  of 
Jacobus  and  Anna  (Westbrook)  Van  Etten,  in  Namenock, 

Sussex  Co.  N.J.  He  died  Feb.  15,  1815  in  Delaware  Twp.  Pike 
Co.  Pa.  in  his  83  year.  He  was  a  Captain  in  the  Pa.  militia 
during  the  revolution,  (service  qv.) 

Married  1st,  May  18,  1750  by  Cornelius  Depuy,  JP  at  Napenock, 
N.Y.  to  Maria,  daughter  of  Emanuel  and  Rachel  (Quick)  Gon- 
salus;  she  was  born  about  1734.  They  settled  about  1750  in 
Delaware  Twp.,  Pike  Co.  Pa.  (Dutch  Ch.  Rec,  Warwarsing.) 

In  the  Northampton  Co.  wills  on  p.  823  the  will  of  Daniel 
Decker  of  Delaware  Twp.  was  administrated  in  April  9,  1778. 
Rachel  Decker  was  his  widow;  Capt.  John  Vanetten  and  Elias 
Decker  were  the  administrators  and  in  the  inventory  of  March 
13,  1778  Capt.  Johannes  Vanetten  figured.  Here  we  have  the 
names  Capt.  John  and  Capt.  Johannes  in  the  same  document 
but  they  could  have  been  the  same  person.  In  the  will  of 
Benjamin  Decker  of  Delaware  Twp.  and  Upper  Smithfield  he 
mentions  his  daughter  Yoneche,  wife  of  Elias  Decker  and 
leaves  to  her  “all  my  household  furniture  (except  only  my  be¬ 
loved  wife’s  chest  by  her  before  her  death  bestowed  on  her 
son  Samuel),  and  all  in  said  chest  except  sheets  and  bed 
clothes  that  are  therein  now  at  Johannes  Vanetten’ s.”  Benja¬ 
min  also  mentions  Daniel  Decker’s  children  Lenah,  Benjamin 
(only  son),  Leah,  youngest  daughter. 

Johannes  Van  Etten  married  as  his  second  wife,  the  widow 
of  Daniel  Decker  whose  maiden  name  was  Rachel  Williams. 

Many  of  the  children  of  the  first  marriage  moved  to  Tioga 
County,  New  York  and  settled  in  Van  Ettenville,  now  known  as 
Van  Etten.  His  children  are  named  in  “Olde  Ulster.”  The 
children  of  the  2nd  wife  Rachel,  lived  and  died  along  the  Dela¬ 
ware  river  in  Pike  Co.  Pa.  The  papers  are  missing  from  the 
file  #3033  at  Easton,  Pa.  in  the  administration  of  Johannes  Van 
Etten’s  estate  -  Inventory  and  appr.  1815,  administrator 
Andrew  Lomson,  bond  signed  1815. 

Johannes  and  wife  Rachel  were  buried  on  the  Van  Etten 
farm  in  the  family  burial  plot,  Delaware  township.  Pike  Co. 

Pa.  (now,  1947  the  Maria  Zimmerman  farm).  Several  years 
ago  their  remains  were  removed  to  the  cemetery  at  Milford. 
The  foot  stones  “J.V.&R.V.”  still  remain  on  the  farm  plot. 

The  grave  of  the  first  wife  Maria  Gonsales  has  not  been  lo¬ 
cated  but  it  is  believed  that  she  too  was  buried  there  on  the 
farm. 
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In  1745  William  Allen,  merchant  of  Philadelphia,  conveyed 
a  tract  of  land  in  Delaware  township  opposite  Namanock 
Islands  in  the  Delaware  river  to  Jacob  Van  Etten  of  the  county 
of  Morris  in  the  eastern  province  of  New  Jersey.  Through 
four  generations  th6  title  and  possession  has  remained  with 
members  of  the  family.  Three  great  grand-daughters  of 
Jacob  now  hold  it  and  reside  within  a  stones  throw  of  the  house 
of  the  first  one  of  the  name  who  settled  in  the  country.  This 
was  Johannes  Van  Etten,  son  of  Jacob,  who  was  born  at  Naman¬ 
ock  in  N.J.  about  1732  and  upon  his  marriage  he  probably  lo¬ 
cated  in  Pa.  (Hist,  of  Wayne,  Pike  and  Monroe  Counties  in 
Pa.  by  Matthews.) 

On  April  4,  1755  Johannes  Van  Etten  received  a  land  war¬ 
rant  for  twenty-five  acres  in  Northampton  Co.  (now  Pike)’ Pa. 
and  on  April  11,  1785  received  a  warrant  for  400  acres  (Pa. 
Archives  S.  3,  V26).  In  1767  he  was  deeded  land  by  his 
brother  John  who  resided  in  Forks  twp.  Northampton  Co..  Capt. 
Johannes  had  a  stockade  around  his  home  in  Delaware  Twp. 
during  the  French  and  Indian  war;  he  mustered  soldiers  at 
Ft.  Penn  (Stroudsburg)  Jan.  15,  1781  with  Col.  Jacob  Stroud; 
he  was  in  the  Northampton  Co.  Militia  from  June  15,  1780  to 
Jan.  15,  1781;  was  Capt.  of  the  5th  battalion  Northampton  Co. 
Mil.  1782;  also  at  Ft.  Penn  May  27,  1782;  his  son  John  served 
as  Ensign  under  him  at  this  time;  he  fought  under  GenT 
Anthony  Wayne  and  in  the  Battle  of  Brandywine  nearly  one 
half  of  his  company  fell  in  this  battle;  he  commanded  a  com¬ 
pany  of  mil.  in  the  battle  of  Conoshaugh,  fought  with  the  Indi¬ 
ans  July  21,  1780  and  the  same  month  was  commissioned  cap¬ 
tain  of  Volunteers.  The  fight  between  his  company  and  the 
Indians  in  which  three  of  his  sons,  James,  John  and  Manual 
and  his  son-in-law  Benjamin  Ennis  were  engaged  was  near 
Philip  McCarters,  just  below  the  Raymondskill  on  the  banks  of 
the  Delaware,  two  miles  below  Wells  Ferry  (Milford),  Pa. 

His  company’s  organization  kept  up  imtil  1785  when  they  went 
to  Wyoming  to  quell  the  Indian  outrages;  on  June  14,  1780  in  a 
letter  to  Pres.  Reed,  Lt.  Samuel  Rea  wrote  to  Pres.  Reed  that 
he  had  filled  a  commission  of  Capt.  Johannes  Van  Etten.  Also 
a  letter  written  by  John  Van  Campen  to  Pres.  Reed  April  24, 
1780  copy  of  which  follows. 

The  Grig.  Muster  Roll  of  Capt.  Johannes  V.E.’s  Co.  at 
Ft.  Penn  (Stroudsburg)  dated  1781?  was  recently  presented 
to  the  Monroe  Co.  Hist.  So.  Signed  by  Capt.  Johannes  and  Lt. 
Col.  Jacob  Stroud  but  all  handwriting  seems  to  have  been  of 
one  man. 
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John  VanCampen  to  Pres.  Reed,  1780 

Lower  Smithfield 
April  the  24th,  1780 

HonM  Sir, 

I  hope  my  last  by  Mr.  Mixer  is  Come  to  hand  informing  you  of 
the  cursions  of  the  Indians  at  the  house  of  Manuel  Gunsalyes.  I  here¬ 
with  inform  your  honour  of  their  later  attempts.  James  McCarte  with 
his  family  was  Removed  to  the  Jersey,  on  the  20th  Instant  his  Sons 
went  to  their  home  to  feed  the  Cattle,  Discovered  signs  of  Indians, 
Returned  to  the  Jersey  Immediately  &  acquainted  Major  Westbrook 
and  Captain  Westbrook  the  signs  they  had  Discovered,  they  Sent  Im¬ 
mediately  for  some  of  their  best  men  &  CroosM  the  River  that  night, 
about  sun  rise  the  morning  following  Discovered  the  Indians  Nigh  the 
Barnn  and  began  the  attack;  the  number  of  Enemy  is  supposed  to  be 
about  fourteen;  the  Major  Received  no  Damage  to  his  party;  the  In¬ 
dians  retreated  to  the  woods;  the  major  was  reinforced  by  Capt. 
Vannetten,  with  three  of  his  sons  &  son  in  law.  Pursued  the  Indians  by 
the  Blood,  &  about  two  miles  Came  up  with  them.  As  it  is  without 
Doubt  three  of  them  was  wounded.  Renewed  the  attack.  Drove  the 
Indians  in  a  few  minutes,  they  ran  to  the  edge  of  a  thick  wood;  Cap¬ 
tain  Vannetten  maintained  his  Ground  with  his  few  men,  the  Major 
with  his  men  also.  Captain  Westbrook’s  men  left  him  at  the  first  fire 
from  the  Enemy  in  the  woods;  which  was  the  ruin  of  the  whole;  but 
the  ground  maintained  for  some  time  &  the  retreat  secured  by  the 
Major  &  Vannetten,  Kill’d  &  missing  on  the  part  of  the  Major  &  Vann¬ 
etten,  Captain  Westbrook  missing,  not  yet  found,  Benjamin  Ennis 
kill’d,  son  in  law  to  Capt.  Vannetten;  Richard  Rosekrans  kill’d  and 
two  more  wounded.  Of  the  Enemy  Kill’d,  two  foimd,  one  an  officer, 
appearing  by  his  Dress,  found  in  his  pocket  a  Regular  Journal  from 
the  first  of  March  until  the  16th  Inst.,  as  appears  by  his  Journal  there 
is  three  hundred  &  Ninety  marched  from  Niagagari,  divided  into 
Different  parties,  the  Officer  was  a  White  man. 

Respective  Sir, 

I’Me  now  imder  Difficulties  of  mind,  what  the  Event  will  be  God 
only  knows,  the  people  are  Determined  to  Evacuate  the  Country,  as 
there  appears  no  prospect  of  Relief  by  the  militia. 

I  am  sir,  with  Due  Respect, 

Your  most  Ruble  servt., 

JOHN  VANCAMPEN. 

P.S.  The  said  McCartee,  where  the  attack  began,  is  about  two  miles 
Below  Wells’  ferry,  on  the  Banks  of  Delaware. 

Capt.  Vannatten  lives  in  Delaware  Township,  one  mile  Below  Mc- 
Cartee’s.  Directed, 

To  his  Excellency,  Joseph  Reed,  President  of  the  Executive 
Council,  Philadelphia. 

Letter  copied  verbatim  from  Ser.  1,  Vol.  Vni  Pa.  Arch.  p.  202. 
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“Nearly  the  whole  of  Capt.  Johannes  Van  Etten^s  Company  must 
have  been  from  the  region  now  in  Monroe  and  Pike  Counties.  That 
the  company  was  in  the  battle  of  Brandywine,  Sept.  11,  1777,  is  evi¬ 
dent  from  the  number  of  casualties  indicated  on  that  date.  The  sur¬ 
vivors  were  on  duty  as  rangers  in  the  upper  Northampton  in  1781-82. 
Following  is  the  roll  as  it  appeared  in  1781,  when  on  duty,  specified, 
together  with  the  killed  Sept.  11,  1777.  I  do  solemnly  swear  that  the 
within  muster  roll  is  a  true  state  of  the  company  without  fraud  to  the 
United  States  or  any  individual  to  the  best  of  my  knowledge. 

Johannes  Van  Etten,  Capt.  Jacob  Stroud,  Lieut.  Co. 
mustered  at  Ft.  Penn,  Jan.  15,  1781  in  the  absence  of  the  Muster 
Master.  Jacob  Stroud.  Lieut.  Col.” 

(Note:  Ft.  Penn  was  built  on  the  site  of  Stroudsburg,  Pa.  early 
in  the  Revolution,  probably  in  1776-77) 

Copied  from  p.  78  of  Matthew^s  history  of  Wayne,  Pike  and 
Monroe  counties.  Pa. 

From  a  footnote  in  Vol.  2,  ,  History  of  Wilkes-barre  and  Wyo¬ 
ming  Valley^s  in  Pa.  by  Harvey,  p.  852.  “Capt.  Johannes  Van  Etten 
had  been  commissioned  May  22,  1775  Capt.  of  a  Delaware  company 
of  the  Northampton  Co.  association.  He  resided  there  some  three  or 
four  miles  below  WelPs  (Milford)  Ferry  (North  of  Dingman^s  Ferry) 
within  the  bounds  of  Westmoreland  (Litchfield  Co.  Conn.)  and  during 
the  Revolutionary  War  his  house  was  stockaded  and  was  known  as 
Van  Etten^s  fort.  Capt.  Van  Etten^s  company  of  Northampton  Militia 
was  composed  of  inhabitants  of  the  northern  part  of  the  county.” 

(From  another  source)  “The  Westmoreland  men  met  at  Wilkes- 
barre  and  refused  to  join  Capt.  Van  Etten^s  men  because  they  were 
from  Northampton.” 

Dingman’s  Ferry  is  now  located  in  Delaware  Township,  Pike  Co. 
Pa.  Heitman^s  Historical  register,  p.  556,  “Johannes  Van  Etten, 

Capt.  Pa.  militia,  1781.”  (Could  have  been  either  Johannes  1732)  or 
his  son  John,  b.  1759. 

Excerpt  from  a  letter  from  Mrs.  Horace  G.  Walters,  Curator, 
Monroe  Coimty  Historical  Society,  Stroudsburg,  Pa.  to  Eva  A.  Scott- 
not  dated-about  1943. 

“I  was  very  happy  to  receive  your  letter  relative  to  the  Van 
Etten  family.  I  am  a  Van  Etten  descendant  through  at  least  five  dif¬ 
ferent  lines.  For  a  number  of  years  I  have  been  gathering  material 
which  some  time  I  hope  to  have  printed,  as  there  has  never  been  a 
complete  record  of  the  family  published,  at  least  not  to  my  knowledge. 

My  grandmother  who  lived  with  us  all  her  life  was  a  Van  Etten. 
Her  home  was  near  Milford,  Pike  Co.  Pa.  on  land  owned  by  the  Van 
Etten  family  from  1745,  imtil  the  death  of  her  father  Daniel  Ennis 
Van  Etten  in  1880.  Her  mother  was  Lucinda  Van  Gorden.  The  orig¬ 
inal  tract  had  been  subdivided,  down  through  the  several  generations.

As  a  child  I  was  always  fascinated  by  the  stories  she  related  of  her 
early  family  life.  I  have  some  lovely  rush  bottom  chairs  which  came 
from  her  father’s  home.  I  descend  through  the  Jacob  Van  Etten  bp 
Dec.  25,  1696  at  Kingston,  N.Y.  who  married  Antjen  Westbrook  on 
April  22,  1719  and  his  son  Johannes  b  1732  who  m.  (1)  Maria  Gon- 
sales  and  through  his  son  Johannes  Jr  (b.  1759),  both  captains  in  the 
Revolution.  Johannes  b  1732  d  1815  is  buried  beside  his  2nd  wife 
Rachel  Williams,  in  the  Milford,  Pike  Co.  cemetery.  They  have  been 
unable  to  find  the  burial  place  of  his  first  wife.  A  descendant  of  the 
second  wife  had  the  bodies  removed  and  reinterred  in  the  Milford 
Cemetery  from  a  private  burial  ground  on  the  farm  now  owned  by 
Marie  Zimmerman  (1947),  along  the  Delaware  river.  I  joined  the 
Daughters  of  the  American  Revolution  through  Capt.  Johannes  Sr.  and 
his  son  Johannes  Jr.;  Johannes  Sr.  had  a  fort  around  his  home  in  Del. 
Twp.  Pike  Co.,  near  Milford  during  the  French  and  Indian  war  (1756- 
70).  He  was  not  a  pensioner  but  Johannes  Jr.  received  a  pension  for 
Rev.  War  service.  My  grandmother  Van  Etten’ s  Bible  goes  back 
for  about  four  generations,  so  that  I  was  able  to  trace  the  line  without 
too  much  difficulty.” 

(Note:  Mrs.  Lila  Huddy  said  that  Benjamin  Franklin  gave  the 
land  along  the  Delaware  in  Pike  Co.  Pa.  to  Capt.  Johannes  for  serv¬ 
ices  rendered  in  the  battle  of  Brandywine.) 

Walter’s  letter  continued... 

“In  going  over  some  unlisted  pamphlets  in  our  Historical  Society, 

I  ran  across  the  following  several  years  ago:  ‘Official  historical 
guide  to  Sugar  Loaf  Massacre  Commemoration,  Sept.  9,  1933  -  dedi-  ' 
cated  to  the  memory  of  those  heroic  patriots  and  pioneers  who  per¬ 
ished  in  the  tragic  Sugar  Loaf  Massacre  on  Sept.  11,  1780.’  Sugar 
Loaf  mountain,  which  originally  gave  its  name  to  the  valley  now 
known  as  Conyngham  Valley,  lies  between  the  Nescopack  Gap  and  the  ; 
city  of  Hazelton  in  Luzerne  Co.  Pa.  A  bronze  memorial  tablet  was  j 
unveiled  here  that  day  to  commemorate  this  massacre.  It  bears  the 
name  of  Capt.  John  Van  Etten  and  his  company  of  Northampton  Co. 
Militia.” 

Quoting  Judge  Amos  Van  Etten,  a  desc.  of  Capt.  Johannes  “I  have  I 
not  found  the  birth  or  baptism  of  Johannes.  He  was  buried  on  the  Van  I 
Etten  farm  in  Del.  Twp.,  Northampton  Co.  Pa.  in  a  family  burial  plot 
marked  with  a  tombstone,  ‘died  Feb.  15,  1815  in  his  83  year  of  his 
age.’  A  few  years  ago  his  remains  were  removed  to  a  cemetery  in 
Milford  where  they  now  lie  (near  Port  Jervis).  I  have  deeds  and  other 
papers  proving  he  was  a  son  of  Jacob  and  a  brother  to  Jan.  Both  Jan 
and  Johannes  were  captains  in  the  Revolution  in  Pa.  militia.” 

And  from  Dr.  Andrew  O.  English  of  Monrovia  Cal.  “Perhaps  you 
have  noted  in  the  Pa.  Arch,  that  the  historian  thought  that  Jan  and 
Johannes  were  father  and  son;  however  they  were  brothers.” 
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The  “Oaths  of  Allegiance  of  Northampton  County,  1777-1784” 
record  two  John  Van  Ettens  as  having  taken  this  oath;  John  Van  Etten, 
Jr.,  of  Upper  Smithfield  Township,  August  25,  1777,  before  James 
Van  Aken,  and  John  Van  Etten,  Jr.,  before  Benjamin  Depue,  Dec.  22, 
1777.

Copy  of  the  pension  record  W  21  104  Van  Etten,  Jacob. 

November  11,  1838  appeared  before  the  judge  of  court  of 
Wayne  Co.,  New  York,  Sarah  Van  Etten,  resident  of  Lyons, 
Wayne  County  aged  74  years  in  July  1838,  to  obtain  benefit  of 
provision  made  by  act  of  Congress,  July  4,  1836.  She  stated 
that  she  was  the  widow  of  Jacob  Van  Etten,  who  was  lieutenant 
in  militia  of  New  Jersey  and  served  in  the  Revolution;  and  ac¬ 
cording  to  her  recollection  and  belief,  her  late  husband  servec 
as  Lieut,  in  Capt.  Abraham  Shimer’s  company  of  militia.  Col. 
Rosencrantz^s  reg’t,  in  spring  of  1777,  in  or  about  March,  for 
at  least  8  days,  and  served  along  the  Delaware  River  on  bor¬ 
ders  of  New  Jersey  and  New  York.  In  spring  of  1778,  he  again 
went  into  service  as  Lieut,  in  same  Co.  and  served  three 
months  under  Major  Kortwright.  Late  in  June  of  same  year, 
the  same  company  was  called  into  service  again  under  Major 
Westbrook,  serving  on  western  frontiers  of  New  Jersey  along 
the  Delaware  for  about  three  months.  Was  discharged  early 
in  Oct.  1778.  Later  in  October,  the  same  company  was  called 
under  Col.  Seward,  serving  against  the  Tories  and  Indians  for 
at  least  two  weeks,  Jacob  still  Lieut.  April  1779,  Capt.  Shimer 
company  was  called  and  did  duty  until  1st  of  November.  Also 
Jacob  was  in  the  same  company  until  April,  1780,  until  Nov.  1, 
Major  Westbrook^s  Battalion,  Col.  Rosencrantz’s  Regt.  And 
from  April,  1781,  Jacob  continued  to  serve  as  Lieut,  in  this 
company  imtil  the  last  of  the  following  October.  Again  in 
spring  of  1782,  he  served  at  least  three  months  in  same  com¬ 
pany  and  Regt. 

Sarah  further  testified  that  Jacob  had  resided  in  Montague 
Sussex  Co.  N.J.,  during  all  the  time  before  these  services  wer 
performed;  that  she  was  brought  up  in  the  same  town  with  him 
and  lived  within  two  miles  of  where  he  had  resided  before 
their  marriage  in  May,  1781;  that  he  died  July  16,  1825;  and 
that  she  had  remained  a  widow  since  that  time. 

(signed)  William  Sisson,  first  Judge 
Danile  Van  Etten,  witness. 

Elizabeth  Kortwright  testified  that  Sarah  Decker  was  a 
daughter  of  Peter  Decker,  that  she  had  lived  near  them,  and 
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was  present  at  their  marriage,  the  third  Saturday  in  May, 

1781  (she  believed  it  was  May  20th).  (Note:  she  wasnH  far 
off  -  as  figuring  by  a  universal  calendar  the  3rd  Saturday  as 
being  May  19th.) 

Levi  Van  Etten  of  Deerpark,  Orange  Co.  N.Y.,  testified 
that  this  Sarah  Decker  was  a  “Full  cousin”  of  his. 

In  November  11,  1854,  in  asking  for  a  continuance  of 
Sarah^s  pension,  for  her  children,  after  death  of  his  mother, 
Peter  Van  Etten  of  Sodus,  who  was  in  charge  of  her  affairs, 
testified  that  the  living  children  of  Jacob  and  Sarah  were: 
Peter,  Daniel,  Jane  Van  Inwegen,  Jacob,  Margaret  Vanderkan 
and  Henry.  He  also  swore  that  the  Bible  record  was  a  true 
copy  of  date  of  his  birth.  (Feb.  17,  1784) 

Mrs.  Carroll  W.  Brown,  1610  North  Edgewood  St.  Arling¬ 
ton,  Va.  a  genealogist  -  in  looking  up  these  records  writes: 

“a  part  of  a  page  from  an  old  Bible  had  been  torn  out.  It  bore 
this  record  -  ‘Peter  Van  Etten  and  Poley  Pitcher  was  mar¬ 
ried  Dec.  25,  1813.  Peter  Van  Etten  was  born  Feb.  17,  1784.^ 
And  on  the  reverse  of  this  was:  ‘Jacob  Van  Etten  died  July  6, 
1825  aged  85  years  and  17  days.’” 

Sarah  Decker  was  bp  24  Je,  1763  (Min.  Rec.)  dau.  of 
Peter  and  Catherine  (Cool)  Decker.  Sponsors  were  Sarah 
Cool  and  Josephus  Cool  (brother  and  sister  of  Catherine). 

Peter  Decker  was  the  son  of  Thomas  and  Jane  Van  Imwegen 
Decker,  g.s.  of  Henry  and  Anna  (Quick)  and  g.  g.s.  of  Jan 
Gerritse  (Decker)  and  Margaret  Hendricks  Westercamp. 

A  deed  recorded  in  Sussex  Co.  N.J.  court  house,  Newton, 
N.J.  date  5/1/1800,  tells  of  conveyance  of  land  formerly 
owned  by  Jacob  (5)  Van  Etten  and  wife  and  conveyed  5/23/1789, 
to  Jacob  Cuddeback,  indicating  that  Jacob  V.E.  Prob.  removed 
to  Wayne  Co.  between  1789  and  1800. 

Catherine  Cool  (above)  was  the  dau.  of  John  Cole  and 
Peternella  Van  Aken,  g.d.  of  William  Cole  and  Catharine 
Dubois.

He  was 
twice  married  as  his  will  (no.  695),  probated  at  Easton  and 
made  Aug.  6,  1774,  states.  The  will  mentions  his  wife  Mary, 
one  son  Ferdinandes  to  be  paid  five  shillings  when  at  the  age 
of  twenty  one  “Whom  I  do  not  own”  son  of  my  first  wife;  my 
two  children  Maratie  and  John  VanEtten.  The  executors  of  the 
will  were  Manuel  Gonsalus  of  Delaware  Twp.  and  Isaac  Van 
Campen  of  Wallpack  twp.  The  witnesses  were  Johannes  Van 
Etten,  James  Westfall  and  Joseph  Chesnor. 
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On  page  148  Vol.  5  of  the  New  York  Genealogical  and 
Biographical  Record,  of  April  27,  1765  is  the  birth  of  Fer- 
dinandes  given  as  follows:  “Daniel  Van  Etten  and  Lydia 
Westbrock-Ferdenandes  -  Witnesses  or  God  Parents,  Joseph 
or  James  and  Deborah  Westbrock.” 

The  New  Jersey  Colonial  Documents  -  newspaper  ex¬ 
tracts  -  Archives  Vol.  24  1st  series  p.  688  “Whereas  Lydia, 
the  wife  of  Daniel  Van  Etten,  of  Sandy  Township,  Sussex 
County,  N.J.,  has  not  behaved  to  her  said  husband  as  she 
ought  to  have  done;  he  therefor  hereby  gives  notice  to  all  per¬ 
sons,  not  to  credit  her  on  his  account,  as  he  is  determined  to 
pay  no  debts  on  her  contracting,  after  the  date  hereof.  Octo¬ 
ber  19,  1765.  (signed)  Daniel  Van  Etten. 

For  DaniePs  second  marriage  his  choice  was  Mary 
Brink.  She  was  born  in  1742;  whether  it  was  her  first  mar¬ 
riage  venture  or  not  nor  of  her  parentage  the  compiler  has  no 
record  as  yet;  she  was  the  mother  of  DaniePs  two  children 
mentioned  in  his  will.  In  the  year  1772  Daniel  Van  Etten, 
farmer,  is  on  the  proprietory  tax  list  in  Plainfield  twp.  for 
three  pounds  and  John  (no  doubt  his  father)  in  Forks  twp.  for 
eight  poimds. 

After  DaniePs  death,  Mary  the  widow,  after  the  marriage 
of  her  son  John  to  Anna  LaBar,  came  with  her  children  to 
Ohio  and  settled  in  what  is  now  Milton  Township,  Mahoning 
Co.  but  then  Trumbull  Co.  where  she  died,  and  was  one  of  the 
first  few  to  be  buried  in  Newton  Township  at  Pricetown  church 
Inscription  on  the  slab  marker  (still  in  fine  condition  in  1947) 
-  “Here  lies  the  body  of  Mary  Van  Etten  died  Feb.  17,  1815 
being  73  years  of  age.  She  has  gone  to  her  mother  clay  there 
to  lie  til  she  is  born  again  till  the  resurrection  of  the  great 
day.”  Who  would  place  such  a  verse  but  her  loving  children. 
No  recollections  of  her  disposition  or  likeness  have  been 
handed  down  to  her  great  grandchildren. 

In  the  N.Y.  Gen.  and  Biog.  rec.  Vol.  5  of  the  Minisink 
Church  records  there  is  the  following  marriage:  Verdenant 
Van  Etten  to  Sarah  Westbrook  on  Oct.  29,  1787  by  Rev.  E.  Van 
Brunschoeten. 

The  Marriage  record  of  Daniel  to  Mary  Brink  so  far  has 
not  been  foimd.  The  second  child  called  Moratie  in  the  will 
was  the  daughter  Mary  who  also  came  to  Ohio  with  the  mother 
and  brother  and  the  family  record  states  that  she  afterward 
married  Adam  Turner.  It  is  believed  that  Mary  and  Adam 
Turner  went  further  west  in  Ohio,  perhaps  to  Wood  Co.  For 
record  of  the  son  John  see  the  6th  generation. 

From  the  history  of  Wilkesbarre  and  the  Wyoming  Valley 
by  Harvey,  1909,  Luzerne  Co.  Pa.  p.  633  Vol.  II  appears  the 
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following:  “At  the  time  of  the  capitulation  and  evacuation  of 
Fort  Durkee,  Sheriff  Jennings  and  his  assistants  obtained  the 
names  of  a  number  of  those  who  just  previously  had  been  or 
were  then,  inmates  of  the  fort.  Those  names,  some  of  them 
evidently  crippled  and  disguised  by  their  bad  spelling  -  are 
contained  in  an  original  unpublished  document  now  in  the 
Historical  Society  of  Pennsylvania.  It  is  endorsed  ‘Warrant 
sur  Process  forcible  entry  and  detainer,  sur  indictment,  is¬ 
sued  out  of  the  county  court  of  General  Quarter  Sessions  of 
the  Peace  held  at  Easton,  in  Northampton  Co.  Pa.’  It  is  dated 
Dec.  21st  in  the  tenth  year  of  the  reign  of  King  George  HI 
(1769)  -  is  signed  by  George  Taylor,  Judge,  and  Lewis  Gordon, 
clerk:  It  is  made  returnable  March  20,  1770,  and  directs  the 
sheriff  of  Northampton  Co.  to  take  and  convey  before  said 
court,  etc.,  the  following  named  persons,  89  in  number,  and 
among  those  listed  is  the  name  of  Daniel  Van  Etten.”

Dear  Miss  Scott: 

Mr.  Amley  has  handed  me  your  letter  of  the  16th  with  a  request 
that  I  answer  it.  He  does  this,  I  presume,  because  I  happen  to  be 
about  the  oldest  resident. 

I  wish  that  more  was  known  about  the  Van  Etten,  concerning 
whom  you  inquire,  who  gave  his  name  to  the  beautiful  inland  lake  not 
far  from  our  village.  In  early  records  and  maps  this  little  body  of 
water  is  called  Pine  Lake  and  we  are  gratefvil  to  Mr.  Van  Etten  for 
coming  along  and  changing  it  for  there  is  no  end  to  the  Pine,  Cedar, 
and  Spruce  Lakes,  we  have  yet  to  hear  of  another  named  Van  Etten** 

We  know  there  was  a  man  here  named  Van  Etten,  the  lake  and 
the  creek  flowing  out  of  it  bear  witness  to  that,  but  from/ whence  he 
came,  how  long  he  remained  and  where  he  went  to,  no  one  knows.  I 
am  quite  familiar  with  land  title  records  in  this  locality  and  I  have 
never  foimd  any  record  of  property  at  any  time  owned  by  a  person 
named  Van  Etten.  And  this  is  surprising  too  because  he  built  a  saw 
mill  on  Van  Etten  Creek  just  where  it  flows  out  of  the  lake  of  that 
name  and  there  is  no  record  whatever  of  his  ever  having  owned  the 
property  on  which  the  mill  was  built.  One  would  think  also  that  the 
owner  of  a  saw  mill  would  own  lands  from  which  to  cut  the  logs  to 
supply  his  mill,  but  the  records  fail  to  disclose  his  owning  such  land. 

It  must  have  been  long  before  the  Civil  War  that  he  located  here 
for  when  I  came,  to  Au  Sable  in  1866,  a  lad  of  eight,  there  were  a  few 
posts  or  small  piling  in  the  bottom  of  the  creek  that  we  were  told  a 
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part  of  the  dam  built  by  Van  Etten  to  furnish  water  power  for  his 
mill.  I  never  saw  any  trace  of  the  mill.  The  story  told  us  then  was 
that  they  finished  the  mill  one  evening  and  early  the  next  morning 
started  it  up  and  sawed  part  of  one  log.  Then  they  went  for  their 
breakfast.  When  they  returned  it  was  found  the  dam  had  gone  out  and 
the  foimdation  of  the  mill  washed  away. 

In  an  historical  address  delivered  here  in  1906  at  a  Home  Com¬ 
ing  Celebration  the  speaker  said:  As  early  as  1834  the  great  forests 
of  this  district  began  to  attract  meager  attention  and  that  year  (1834) 
a  saw  mill  was  built  at  Van  Etten  Lake  by  the  firm  of  Howard  and 
Van  Etten.  A  great  deal  of  money  was  expended  in  building  a  water 
mill,  but  after  their  dam  had  been  carried  away  or  undermined  a 
number  of  times,  they  abandoned  the  project,  not  having  sawed  a  log. 

I  donH  know  where  the  speaker  secured  his  information  and  I 
think  he  drew  on  his  imagination  when  he  tells  of  a  large  amount  of 
money  being  invested.  To  my  notion  the  mill  must  have  been  small 
and  of  very  limited  capacity  with  perhaps  a  single  upright  or  "Muley” 
saw.  The  only  market  for  the  product  of  their  mill,  and  that  a  limited 
one,  would  have  been  the  little  village  at  the  mouth  of  the  Au  Sable 
River.  Probably  they  planned  to  float  the  lumber  down  the  creek,  into 
the  river  and  on  to  the  village.  This  could  have  been  done  where  the 
demand  was  not  particular  about  the  lumber  being  stained  or  dis¬ 
colored  and  sanded  up  so  that  it  would  be  difficult  to  use  a  plane  on  it. 
Many  million  feet  of  logs  were  floated  down  this  creek  and  into  the 
river  in  later  years. 

I  have  been  making  inquiries,  hoping  to  ascertain  the  given  name 
of  Mr.  Van  Etten  but  have  met  with  no  success. 

Hoping  this  brief  sketch  may  be  of  some  interest  to  you,  I  am.

NOTES  ABOUT  VAN  ETTEN,  NEW  YORK 

The  early  residents  of  the  Van  Etten  region  include  a  large  pro¬ 
portion  of  Dutch  families.  These  pioneers  could  have  come  down  the 
Susquehanna  River  from  the  east,  or  up  the  river  from  the  south,  as 
the  river  makes  a  change  in  direction  near  old  Tioga  Point,  about 
sixteen  miles  south  of  the  settlement  they  made,  the  present  Van 
Etten.  In  either  case,  the  wide  gateway  of  Cayuta  Valley  would  give 
easy  access  to  a  fine  timbered  country.  Good  timber  land  was  thought 
to  be  an  indication  of  good  farm  land.  Cayuta  Creek  was  known  lo¬ 
cally  as  Shepherd’s  Creek. 

Adam  Schick,  the  father-in-law  of  James  Van  Etten,  Sr.  is  said 
to  have  been  the  first  settler.  James  Van  Etten,  Sr.,  and  his  sons 
Joshua  and  James,  Jr.,  came  in  1798  from  the  Delaware  Water  Gap. 
Also  the  elder  James  had  with  him  his  brother  Emanuel.  This  group 
located  fourteen  miles  up  Cayuta  Creek  valley  at  the  meeting  place  of 
a  short  valley,  about  three  miles  long,  which  led  to  a  settlement  at 
Spencer. 

Joshua  Van  Etten,  the  oldest  son  of  James,  Sr.,  acted  as  leader, 
and  selected  his  first  home  site  at  the  forks  of  the  road,  one  road 
continuing  up  the  valley  to  Catherine  (Watkins  Glen),  one  branching 
off  to  Spencer,  and  one  down  Cayuta  Creek.  This  is  the  present 
route  of  the  Lehigh  Valley  Railroad,  the  main  line  continuing  up 
Cayuta  Valley  and  a  branch  line  from  Van  Etten  to  Spencer  and  north. 
Clark’s  store  occupied  the  location  for  many  years  which  was  the 
first  home  of  Joshua. 

General  Jacob  Swartwood,  with  his  brothers  Isaac  and  Emanuel, 
went  farther  up  Cayuta  Valley  three  or  four  miles  where  the  Swart¬ 
wood  station  stood  for  many  years.  He  was  joined  by  his  father  Peter 
and  another  brother  John. 

James  Van  Etten,  Sr.,  had  four  cousins,  Alexander,  John,  Emanuel 
and  Benjamin  Ennis,  who  came  in  1798  and  settled  just  above  the 
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Swartwocxis.  Their  father,  Benjamin  Ennis,  was  killed  in  a  battle 
with  the  Indians  in  April,  1780.  He,  with  Capt.  Johannes  Van  Etten 
and  three  of  his  sons,  had  gone  to  the  assistance  of  Major  West¬ 
brook*  s  company  in  the  effort  to  repell  an  invasion  of  hidians  at  the 
home  of  Manuel  Gonsales,  in  Northampton  Coimty,  Pa. 

Major  Samuel  Westbrook  located  south  of  the  present  location  of 
Van  Etten.  Joel  Thomas  about  1795  located  near  where  the  white 
grist  mill  stood  for  many  years. 

Of  the  first  things  in  this  region,  Joshua  Van  Etten  built  the  first 
house  in  1798,  and  kept  the  first  tavern  in  1813.  James  Van  Etten,  Jr. 
built  the  first  frame  house.  This  house  was  occupied  by  Thaddeus 
Rumsey  in  1879. 

The  site  of  the  village  of  Van  Etten  was  owned  originally  by  the 
brothers,  Joshua  and  James,  Jr.  Joshua  was  a  man  of  ability  and 
education,  as  is  evidenced  by  a  hand-written  deed  made  out  for  the 
sale  of  land. 

James  Van  Etten,  Sr.,  was  woimded  by  musket  balls  which  he 
carried  to  his  grave.  He  was  wounded  in  service  during  the  Revolu¬ 
tion,  and  died  Dec.  22,  1805.  In  his  honor  this  little  settlement  in  a 
few  years  was  called  Van  Ettenville.  The  name  was  shortened  to  Van 
Etten  by  the  Post  Office  department  about  fifty  years  ago.  A  post 
office  was  established  here  at  an  early  date,  it  being  on  the  post  road 
that  connected  Ithaca  by  stages  with  the  west  and  southwest.  The 
first  postmaster  was  James  Van  Etten,  Jr.,  and  his  commission  is 
dated  May  5,  1836.  Other  postmasters  were  Daniel  C.  Van  Etten, 
appointed  July  7,  1842  and  July  7,  1849,  Albert  Van  Etten,  June  25, 
1846,  and  Wm.  H.  Van  Etten,  Mar.  18,  1873. 

The  growth  of  the  village  was  slow,  and  in  1840  there  were  eight 
I  families  in  the  village  (one  of  these  was  James  B.  Van  Etten).  James 
B.,  born  1815,  was  the  first  son  of  Joshua  and  Eleanor  Lancy  (Swart- 
wood).  He  served  as  assemblyman  from  Chemung  Co.  in  1852  and 
,  from  Albany  Co.  in  1855.  Van  Ettenville  was  situated  in  the  eastern 
i  part  of  Cayuta  township  and  after  March  29,  1826,  in  Chemung  County. 
'  When  Schuyler  County  was  formed  April  17,  1854,  most  of  the  town¬ 
ship  of  Cayuta  was  placed  in  the  new  county.  The  part  that  remained 
I  and  part  of  the  township  of  Erin  was  erected  into  the  township  of  Van 
Etten.  This  new  township  in  Chemung  county  was  named  for  James 
B.  Van  Etten.  "The  first  town  meeting  was  held  on  May  9,  1854,  and 
'  George  B.  Hall  was  the  first  supervisor  chosen.** 

The  building  of  the  Extract  Works  in  1868,  using  the  bark  of  the 
Hemlock  trees,  the  building  of  a  saw  mill  in  1869,  another  saw  mill 
in  a  few  years  later,  the  Geneva,  Ithaca  and  Sayre  Railroad  in  1871, 
and  another  railroad  in  1874,  made  the  village  grow,  so  it  was  in¬ 
corporated  in  October,  1876. 

The  Lehigh  Valley  Railroad  built  its  double-tracked  main  line  up 
Cayuta  Valley,  establishing  near  the  village  the  Van  Etten  Junction 
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where  a  branch  line  goes  to  Spencer,  Ithaca  and  beyond. 

There  are  now  good  paved  roads  to  Van  Etten,  following  in  a  gen¬ 
eral  way  the  old  roads  or  turnpikes  which  met  at  Van  Etten  in  the 
early  days.  Busses  now  ply  between  Elmira  and  Ithaca,  through  Van 
Etten.  Today  the  region  has  a  large  Union  High  School,  a  town  hall, 
and  a  fire  department.  A  fine  brick  general  store  and  several  other 
stores,  lumber  yard  and  various  business  firms  supply  the  needs  of 
a  prosperous  farming  community.  The  valuable  timber  is  now  gone, 
and  today  woodland,  pasture  and  farm  land  supply  the  local  needs  and 
also  nearby  cities  and  even  the  city  of  New  York,  with  dairy  and 
poultry  products. 

The  hardy  Dutch  pioneers  overcame  the  difficulties  of  their 
primitive  mode  of  life,  their  large  families  thrived,  and  now  their 
descendants  can  be  found  from  ocean  to  ocean  and  are  honored  to 
claim  as  ancestors  these  sturdy,  courageous  American  patriots.

1796-1807  and  also  Matthew’s  History  of  Wayne,  Mon¬ 
roe  and  Pike  Co’s  Pa.  p.  1081.  The  LaBar’s  lived  in  Smith- 
field  Twp.  In  the  year  1803  John  Van  Etten,  his  wife  and  some 
children,  his  mother  and  his  sister  Mary,  came  out  to  Ohio  by 
wagon,  and  settled  in  Milton  Township,  Trumbull  Co.  in  the 
western  part  of  the  township.  The  women  of  the  family  as¬ 
sisted  in  placing  the  logs  for  their  first  home.  The  second 
dwelling  built  by  him,  a  high  log  house  with  two  rooms  on  the 
2nd  floor  and  a  large  stone  chimney  was  still  standing  in  1882. 
After  their  arrival,  three  weeks  elapsed  before  the  cabin  was 
completed  so  the  family  slept  in  and  under  the  wagon  and  ate 
in  the  open  on  the  banks  of  the  Mahoning  river.  The  first 
frame  house  built  upon  the  location  of  the  log  house  is  stand¬ 
ing  (1949)  on  what  is  now  state  route  18,  just  at  the  west  end 
of  the  Milton  bridge  over  the  Lake  by  that  name.  When  all  was 
in  readiness  for  the  erection  of  the  first  cabin,  owing  to  the 
scarcity  of  men  in  the  vicinity,  the  women  were  called  in  to 
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assist  in  raising  the  logs  to  the  proper  height.  Some  time 
after  coming  here  Capt.  Van  Etten  procured  a  pair  of  spoon 
molds,  which  his  wife  used  for  years  in  making  spoons  for  the 
settlers  and  for  use  in  her  own  family.  Old  pewter  plates 
furnished  the  material;  if  a  spoon  was  broken,  the  pieces  were 
carefully  saved  until  they  could  be  run  over  and  made  into  a 
new  spoon.  This  mold  remained  in  the  possession  of  some 
members  of  the  family  for  several  years,  and  then,  like  so 
many  treasured  possessions,  disappeared.  John  Van  Etten 
was  called  out  and  drilled  his  men  from  Milton  Twp.  for 
service  in  the  war  of  1812.  He  was  later  called  Captain.  They 
drilled,  so  tis  said,  on  the  field  located  at  what  is  now  Orr^s 
corners  in  Milton.  He  wore  the  three  cornered  hat  with 
plumes  -  got  his  men  as  far  as  Cleveland  when  the  war  was 
over  so  did  not  see  actual  combat. 

Capt.  Van  Etten  had  a  distillery  in  very  early  times. 
During  the  war  of  1812  it  was  run  by  hiw  wife,  who,  the  Capt. 
declared,  could  make  more  and  better  whiskey  from  the  same 
amount  of  grain  than  he  could. 

John  Van  Etten  received  by  deed  from  Simon  Perkins,  in 
1825,  398  acres  in  township  2  Range  2  Lot  21.  (recorded  book 
D,  p.  387  of  Mahoning  Co.  transcribed  records) 

His  wife  Ann  died  October  10,  1847  and  John  died  Feb.  12, 
1850.  Both  were  laid  to  rest  in  the  Vaughn  cemetery  in  Mil- 
ton  Twp.  on  familiar  ground;  tall  slab  markers  mark  their 
resting  place.  John’s  will  is  recorded  Feb.  Term  1850  - 
Prob.  Rec.  B  3  p.  509  (244)  of  Milton  Twp.,  Youngstown,  Ohio. 
In  Apr.  7,  1806  Deerfield  Twp.  was  organized  and  John  Van 
Netta’s  name  appears  as  a  supervisor.  Several  of  these  of¬ 
ficers  resided  at  this  time  in  what  are  now  adjoining  town¬ 
ships  to  Deerfield. 

Ann  (Lebar)  Van  Etten,  wife  of  John,  was  born  29  Oct. 
1779,  dau.  of  Daniel  and  Anna  Margretha  Crownin  (Cronin) 
LaBar,  French  Huguenots,  who  lived  in  Smithfield  Twp. 
Northampton  Co.  Pa.  Her  birth  is  recorded  on  page  107 
1st  Reformed  Church  records  at  Easton,  Pa.  thusly:  “Ann, 
daughter  to  Daniel  Lawar  et  Anna  Margaretha,  exor.,  Oct.  31, 
1779;  baptised  Feb.  7,  1780;  witnesses  Ludwig  Knaus  et  Ann 
Elizabeth  Musch,  both  of  single  estate.”  Lawar  is  the  German 
spelling  for  LaBar  and  “exor”  means  wife.  Ann  LaBar  was  a 
women  of  cheerful  disposition;  plain  in  speech  and  kind  in 
heart.  She  was  remarkably  fond  of  her  children  and  grand¬ 
children;  a  woman  of  great  nerve  and  strength  and  very  pa¬ 
tient;  had  a  warm  impulsive  nature.  She  lived  to  see  all  of 
her  children  settled  in  life  and  lived  to  see  her  fourth  genera¬ 
tion.  (From  the  Par  shall  and  Van  Etten  families  as  written 
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in  1878  by  Annie  Par  shall  Davis.)  The  high  log  cabin  built  by 
John  V.E.  was  well  remembered  by  the  older  members  of  the 
family.  Their  grandchild  Harriet  (McKenzie)  Scott  lived  for 
several  years  in  this  Van  Etten  two  story  log  cabin,  the  2nd 
one  built,  and  her  daughter  Effie  Hadassah  (now  known  as 
“Aimt  Dassie  Church”  to  the  writer)  was  born  there  in  1858 
and  lived  there  until  her  father  purchased  the  Portage  Co. 
farm.  She  well  remembers  how  it  looked.  The  large  stone 
chimney,  stairs  to  the  second  half  story,  large  stove  in  center 
of  the  kitchen  -  everything  very  plain  but  clean.  The  log 
cabin  was  later  replaced  almost  upon  the  same  foimdation  by 
a  frame  house  and  Robert  and  Margaret  (Scott)  Shepherd 
lived  there  for  years,  and  was  then  known  as  the  “Shepherd 
place”  to  the  next  generation.  The  property  is  now  mostly 
covered  by  the  waters  of  Lake  Milton  and  the  frame  house 
still  stands  near  the  shore  on  state  route  18,  just  west  of  the 
bridge.

Jacob  built  his  log  house  after  preparing  the  logs  himself, 
about  two  miles  east  of  Pemberville.  The  old  buildings  were 
standing  in  1890  but  soon  rotted  away  after  abandonment.

8-16-1825  and  when  old  enough  he 
became  a  farmer.  In  1858  Alex’r  purchased  the  old  Thurber 
farm  just  over  the  line  from  Mah.  in  Portage  Co.  moving 
there  a  few  years  later.  He  built  a  two  story  brick  addition  to 
the  house  on  the  east  side  and  in  later  years  an  addition  was 
added  to  the  west  side  and  today  the  youngest  son  maintains 
his  home  there.  This  property  has  been  in  the  Scott  name 
ever  since  and  but  three  families  have  lived  in  it  since  the 
original  house  was  built  by  Amos  Thurber  in  1840  -  claimed 
to  have  been  the  first  frame  house  built  east  of  Palmyra 
Center.  Alex’r  died  11-25-1887  and  the  widow  carried  on 
there  on  the  farm  with  the  aid  of  her  children.  The  latch 
string  was  always  out  and  the  grandchildren  always  spent 
many  happy  summer  days  with  grandmother  -  she  had  but 
few  tasks  for  us  -  it  was  always  "run  and  play.”  She  passed 
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away  on  the  23  of  Oct.  in  1917  and  both  are  buried  in  the  West

In  April  1947  the  compiled  received  a  long  letter  from  Florence 
Adams  Chase  of  3251  South  Wabash  St.  Chi.  HI.,  giving  some  of  the 
family  history  -  excerpts  are  here  given.  "We  have  lived  in  this  one 
house  for  sixty -one  years  now  and  have  seen  many  sad  changes  in 
Chicago.  Our  house  is  in  close  proximity  to  the  Armour  Institute  of 
Technology,  a  fine  school  -  it^s  now  called  Illinois  Inst,  of  Tech,  and 
we  will  soon  have  to  move  for  the  Institute’s  growth. 

I  graduated  from  Vassar  College  at  Poughkeepsie,  N.Y.  with  the 
class  of  1894  -  fifty  three  years  ago.  I  was  twenty-two  years  at  the 
Fuley  High  School  on  the  west  side  of  Chi.  My  sister  Helen  went  two 
years  to  Vassar  and  finished  at  our  Univ.  in  Chi.  in  1900,  Ph.B.  She 
has  been  a  business  school  teacher  teaching  Gregg  shorthand,  but 
stopped  a  few  years  ago.  Mr.  Gregg  was  our  first  shorthand  teacher 
but  he  never  got  his  system  into  our  public  schools  here.  I  had  to 
learn  Munson  Shorthand  when  I  entered  into  our  Chi.  system  30  yrs 
ago. 

My  father  and  mother  were  good  people  and  good  to  us  children. 
As  a  young  man  during  the  CivU  War  he  went  across  the  plains  from 
Omaha  guarding  immigrants.  No  railroad  then  west  of  Omaha,  so  he 
rode  horse  back.  The  group  of  young  men  were  under  the  leadership 
of  a  Captain  Crawford  I  think,  hired  by  the  government.  I  have  his 
discharge  paper.  He  went  to  Boise  City,  Idaho  and  did  some  placer 
mining  for  gold  dust.  He  had  passage  engaged  in  San  Francisco  to  go 
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to  China,  but  got  homesick  and  instead  went  by  boat  to  Panama  and 
across  the  Isthmus  on  the  old  Spanish  trail, then  to  Havanna  and  New 
York.  He  was  his  mother ^s  darling  and  she  was  so  glad  when  he  came 
back  to  Elmira.  On  the  train  he  met  two  soldiers  and  discovered  that 
they  had  married  his  sisters,  Ira  H.  Wilder  and  William  H.  Brainerd. 
He  then  came  west  and  settled  in  Chi.  in  1865,  being  a  clerk  in  the 
freight  department  of  the  old  Lake  Shore  and  Michigan  Southern  Rail¬ 
way.  (Now  called  N.Y.  Central)  He  rose  to  be  Asst.  Gen’l  Freight 
agent  in  charge  of  the  Chi.  freight  office.  Mother  came  here  from 
Vermont  in  1869  and  got  a  place  as  a  public  school  teacher.  They 
were  both  living  here  during  the  great  Chi.  fire  of  1871  but  were  mar¬ 
ried  the  next  year.  Neither  of  them  was  burned  out  but  might  have 
been.  My  father  had  silver  hair  and  real  blue  eyes  -  my  sister  Helen 
looks  like  him.  I  am  small  and  look  like  the  Adams’.  Mother  had  a 
remarkable  new  England  memory  and  remembered  accurately  her 
childhood,  everjdhing  and  everybody  she  ever  knew.  Thirty  years  ago 
I  became  interested  in  my  family  tree.  We  are  true  ‘early  Americans’ 
we  come  from  William  Chase,  1630  and  Henry  Adams,  1638.

did  the  same  thing.  It  was  wild  unsettled  country  -  some  of  them 
from  Pennsylvania,  among  them  James  Van  Etten,  also  a  Rev.  sol. 

That  is  how  Hiram  White,  son  of  Harmon,  met  and  married  Cornelia 
Van  Etten.  Their  daughter  Hannah  White  in  1835  met  a  young  doctor 
who  was  starting  out  to  practice  in  Cayuta,  and  he  was  Dr.  Zalmon 
Fowler  Chase.  They  later  moved  to  Elmira  during  the  civil  war.”

Harrison  W.  Ewing  graduated  from  the  Law  School  of 
Western  Reserve  University  and  was  admitted  to  the  Ohio  Bar 
in  June,  1899.  He  at  once  began  the  practice  of  law  at  Cleve¬ 
land,  Ohio,  in  association  with  his  father,  Harrison  J.  Ewing, 
who  was  a  trial  lawyer  of  outstanding  ability  and  wide  experi¬ 
ence.  This  connection  was  terminated  by  his  father’s  death  in 
1903. 

From  that  date  until  the  fall  of  1925  he  continued  in  gen¬ 
eral  practice  of  law  and  during  this  period  organized  and  was 
successively  a  member  of  several  law  firms.  Among  his  law 
partners,  at  different  times,  were  Honorable  Samuel  E.  Kramer, 
now  Chief  Justice  of  the  Common  Pleas  Court  of  Cuyahoga 
County,  Ohio,  Honorable  Virgil  J.  Terrell,  later  a  judge  suc¬ 
cessively  of  that  court  and  of  the  Ohio  Court  of  Appeals  (8th 
District),  and  Mr.  Jay  P.  Dawley,  who  was  a  distinguished 
trial  lawyer. 

On  October  1,  1925,  Mr.  Ewing  was  appointed  by  Governor 
A.  V.  Donahey  as  a  judge  of  The  Cuyahoga  County  Common 
Pleas  Court  to  serve  until  the  next  regular  election  and  having 
been  then  elected  (in  November  1926)  to  succeed  himself,  and 
successively  thereafter  re-elected,  served  as  one  of  the  judges 
of  that  court  until  February  8,  1943.  During  a  part  of  this 
period,  1931-1935,  he  and  two  of  his  former  law  partners. 
Judges  Kramer  and  Terrell,  served  contemporaneously  as 
judges  of  this  court,  which  consisted  of  a  chief  justice  and 
fourteen  associates,  and  was  characterized  during  that  period 
by  the  Journal  of  The  American  Judicature  Society  as  “the  fore¬ 
most  trial  court  in  the  United  States.” 

Ten  days  after  leaving  that  bench,  he  was  appointed  on 
February  18,  1943  to  the  office  of  Compliance  Commissioner 
of  The  War  Production  Board  (a  Federal  war  agency)  which 
had  jurisdiction  throughout  a  territory  of  approximately  four 
states,  and  had  its  office  at  Cleveland. 

After  serving  in  that  capacity  until  November  3,  1945, 
when  The  War  Production  Board  was  terminated  and  was 
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succeeded  by  the  Civilian  Production  Administration,  he  was 
transferred  to  the  latter  agency  in  the  same  capacity,  and 
with  the  exception  of  four  months,  during  which  he  served 
temporarily  as  Regional  Attorney  for  that  agency,  continued 
to  serve  as  Compliance  Commissioner  until  September  8,1947, 
at  which  date  the  Civilian  Production  Administration  was  suc¬ 
ceeded  by  the  Office  of  Housing  Expediter.  He  was  at  that 
time  transferred  to  this  successor  agency  (O.H.E.),  and  con¬ 
tinued  in  that  service  as  Compliance  Commissioner  until 
March  15,  1948. 

He  thereupon  returned  to  legal  practice  on  his  own  account, 
in  which  he  is  still  engaged.

Dear  Madam: 

Reference  is  made  to  your  letter  in  which  you  request  the  record 
of  John  Van  Natter  (Van  Etten),  a  soldier  of  the  Revolutionary  War 
who  served  as  private  in  the  New  Jersey  line  and  received  a  pension. 

The  data  which  follow  were  obtained  from  pension  claim, S.  33853 
based  upon  service  in  the  Revolutionary  War  of  John  Vannatter  (as 
the  soldier  signed). 

The  date  and  place  of  birth  of  John  Vannatter  are  not  shown.  He 
was  the  son  of  Aaron  Vannatter  who  was  still  living  in  1818.  The 
name  of  John^s  mother  was  not  given. 

John  Vannatter  enlisted,  date  and  place  not  stated,  served  as  a 
private  in  Captain  Thomas  Patterson’s  company.  Colonel  Walton 
White’s  New  Jersey  regiment,  and  was  discharged  after  serving  four 
years.  He  enlisted  in  1780  and  served  as  private  in  Captain  George 
Handy’s  company  of  light  infantry,  in  Colonel  Henry  Lee’s  Partisan 
Legion,  and  was  discharged  after  serving  a  tour  of  three  years. 

The  soldier  was  allowed  pension  on  his  application  executed 
March  31,  1818,  while  a  resident  of  Somerset  County,  New  Jersey.  In 
1820,  he  was  a  resident  of  Hillsborough  Township,  Somerset  County, 
New  Jersey,  aged  sixty -three  years.  It  is  not  shown  whether  the 
soldier  ever  married,  but  in  1820  he  stated  that  he  had  no  family. 

In  order  to  obtain  date  of  last  payment  of  pension,  the  name  of 
person  paid  and  possibly  the  date  of  death  of  John  Vannatter,  you 
should  write  to  the  Comptroller  General,  General  Accounting  Office, 
Records  Division,  this  city,  and  cite  the  following  data:  John  Vann¬ 
atter,  certificate  #116,  issued  April  7,  1818,  rate  $8  per  month, 
commenced  April  1,  1818,  Act  of  March  18,  1818,  New  Jersey  Agency.

— Incidentally,  Sussex  County  confronts  one  with  more  difficulty 
in  genealogical  investigations  than  any  other  of  our  21  counties.

Kinneson  Vanatta  was  born  in  Crooked  Creek  Township,  Jasper

Vanatta,  who  came  from  Ohio  to  this  township  in  1835,  and  were  here 
married.  The  father  died  in  1854  and  the  mother  in  1877. 

Aug.  5,  1875,  Kinneson  Vanatta  married  Almira  Cowger,  daughter 
Wm.  F.  and  America  (Ward)  Cowger,  of  this  county.  To  this  mar¬ 
riage  was  born  three  children,  William  I.,  Charles  M.,  and  Levi  C. 
Mr.  Vanatta  is  a  general  farmer,  rears  some  stock  and  has  a  fine 
farm  on  Section  18.  Mr.  Vanatta  and  wife  are  members  of  the  New 
Light  Church. 

John  Vanatta  was  born  in  Jasper  Co.  ni.  Oct.  9,  1846  and  is  the 
son  of  Aaron  and  Jane  (Ray)  Vanatta,  whose  grandparents  were  early 
settlers  in  Lawrence  Co.  where  Aaron  and  Jane  were  born.  John 
Vanatta  was  reared  on  the  home  farm  and  was  educated  at  the  old 
fashioned  pioneer  log  school  house. 

Apr.  3,  1872,  he  married  Jane  Coad,  the  daughter  of  Joseph  and 
Mary  A.  (Reisner)  Coad,  and  born  Sept.  6,  1848.  After  marriage  he 
settled  on  his  father’s  farm  and  became  a  general  farmer  and  stock- 
raiser....  There  have  been  three  children,  Florence  June  5,  1874, 
died  Sept.  25,  1875;  Henry  born  Feb.  14,  1877,  and  Lizzie  Dec.  29, 
1881.  Mr.  Vanatta  and  his  wife  are  members  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church.  Mr.  Vanatta’ s  father  died  Feb.  21,  1881,  and  his  mother 
July  4,  1871,  members  of  the  Christian  Church.  (I  have  a  copy  of  his 
death  cert,  but  it  does  not  give  date  or  place  of  birth  of  parents,  bur. 
Hayes  Cemetary.) 

Here  is  some  Vanatta  information  I  received  in  a  letter  from  a 
E Stella  Clause  White  Newark  Ohio  RD#  2.  Quote  “My  great  grand¬ 
father  (Vanatta)  was  a  native  of  Trenton,  N.J.  on  a  farm  not  far  from 
that  City,  and  his  name  was  Aaron,  but  the  dates  were  1790  to  1820 
or  something  like  that.  Elinor,  too,  was  the  name  of  one  of  my  grand¬ 
father,  Nelson’s  brother’s  wives.  However  none  of  this  family  moved 
to  ni.,  although  my  grandfather  went  to  Kansas,  near  Buffalo  at  about 
1870.  There  were  eleven  children  in  my  g.g.  fa.’s  family  and  many 
of  them  came  to  Ohio  in  the  early  1800’s  settled  on  100  a.  farms. 
Several  of  them  at  Vanattasburg  as  it  was  first  called  (Licking  Co.) 

My  g.f.  operated  a  foundry  in  that  village  and  his  brothers  lived  there 
too.  There  were  others  near  Granville,  Logan,  Pataskala  and  a  sister 
near  Thornville.  I  don’t  know  very  many  of  their  descendants,  but  we 
still  have  handed  down  the  good  old  names  of  Aaron,  Jesse,  Charles, 
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Robert,  Elias,  Nelson,  Katie,  Ellen,  Jane,  William.

Some  Notes  included  on  PETRUS  VAN  ETTEN  found  in  Sylvester’s 
Hist,  of  Dutchess  Co.  N.Y.  on  p.  117.  Not  knowing  just  where  to  place 
them  and  knowing  that  there  are  incorrect  published  records,  one 
should  do  further  research  upon  these  lines  before  accepting  them. 

PETRUS  VAN  ETTEN  came  over  (to  America)  between  1630-33  with 
two  brothers  and  settled  in  Rhinebeck;  the  brothers  were  Aubram 
(Abram),  killed  by  the  Indians,  and  Baymon  (Benjamin),  who  never 
married.

PROVOST 

David  William  Provost,  of  a  French  Huguenot  family,  came  from  near 
Rouen  in  Normandy,  in  1638,  to  New  Amsterdam.  His  son,  Benjamin 
Provost,  b.  at  Hartford,  Conn.  bp.  July  17,  1646  m.  June  11,  1666  Sara 
Barents  of  Haerlem,  Holland,  afterwards  m.  Nov.  5,  1671  Elsje  Al¬ 
berts  of  New  York,  whose  daughter  Margaretta  bp.  Sept.  16,  1763  m. 
Oct.  21,  1695  Jacob  Cudebec. 
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Benjamin  Provost  was  named  in  treaty  of  peace  with  the  Indians  at 
Kingston,  Feb.  11,  1679,  was  on  May  1,  1687  by  letters  patent  con¬ 
stituted  one  of  the  trustees  of  Kingston  and  continued  as  such  until 
1690.  He  d.  at  Peenpack  July  16,  1720  and  was  buried  there,  where 
his  grave  may  be  seen  today  in  the  burying  ground  on  a  Knoll  near 
Pioneer  knoll.  His  sons-in-law,  Jacob  Codebec,  Anthony  DeMill,  who 
m.  Maria  Provost  Sept.  26,  1706,  and  his  son  David  Provost,  on  May 
8,  1725,  petitioned  for  letters  of  administration  on  his  estate. 

David  Provost  Jr.  was  Mayor  of  New  York  in  1698-99,  having  served 
as  alderman,  chamberlain  and  treasurer  of  the  city.

Co.  This  tract  or  grant  is  called  “Arie  Roosa  Patent”  and  it  em¬ 
braced  about  1500  acres,  opposite  Roudout  Creek  (Rondout)  near 
Kingston,  and  extending  along  the  bank  of  the  Hudson  River. 

Arie  Roosa  settled  upon  this  grant  and  lived  there  through  the  re¬ 
mainder  of  his  life.  Many  descendants  are  now  found  in  Butchers 
Co.  as  prosperous  farmers  and  merchants.

Minisink  is  the  name  originally  applied  to  a  mining  settle¬ 
ment  by  the  Dutch  and  Swedes,  on  both  banks  of  the  Delaware 
River,  prior  to  1700,  extending  from  the  Water  Gap  in  a  northerly 
direction  about  forty  miles.  The  Minisink  region  also  included  a 
considerable  portion  of  western  and  northern  N.J.  and  the  souther¬ 
ly  sections  of  Orange  and  Sullivan  counties,  as  they  now  exist,  in 
the  state  of  N.Y.  The  village  of  Minisink  in  N.J.  was  situated  near 
the  confluence  of  the  Delaware  and  Never  sink  rivers,  and  was 
burned  and  pillaged  by  Brandt  and  his  followers.  There  is  a  town¬ 
ship  in  Orange  Co.  named  Minisink,  organized  in  1780,  which 
originally  comprised  a  large  extent  of  territory  expending  into 
the  N.J.  line,  and  which  in  1790  contained  2,215  inhabitants.  It 
now  covers  less  than  one  third  of  its  former  area.  The  “Minisink 
Patent,”  granted  by  the  crown  in  1704,  covered  a  considerable 
portion  of  the  Minisink  country,  but  was  so  general  and  indefinite 
as  to  its  boundaries  that  for  a  long  time  it  proved  a  very  disturb¬ 
ing  element  among  the  inhabitants  of  that  patent  and  the  numerous 
others  granted  about  the  same  time. 

Domine  Mancius  doubtless  applied  the  name  of  Minisink  in¬ 
discriminately  to  every  portion  to  the  Minisink  region. 

Jurian  Westfall  was  one  of  the  original  settlers  of  the  site  of 
the  ancient  Minisink  settlement-died  in  1731  and  his  property 
descended  to  his  wife  and  seven  children.  His  widow  later  mar¬ 
ried  William  Cole  and  she  died  at  the  age  of  100  years. 

Among  the  seven  children  of  Jurian  and  Mary  (Koddeback) 
Westfall  was  a  daughter.

(Note:  Mr.  Keator  states  that  Jan  Broerse  and  Jan  Jerritse,  were  the 
ancestors  of  most  of  the  Deckers  of  the  Hudson  and  Delaware  River 
valley.  The  Pennsylvania  Deckers  are  German  and*' a  different  lot.  The 
descendants  of  Johan  de  Decker  of  Staten  Island  (i.e.,  "John  the  deckerf 
or  "roofer*)  are  still  another  group.  The  "de*  means  "the*  and  not 
"of*  as  in  French.  Many  Deckers  received  their  surname  on  account 
of  the  fact  that  they  were  unable  to  obtain  state  rooms  on  the  emigrant 
ship  and  were  obliged  to  sleep  on  deck.  They  thus  acquired  the  nick¬ 
name  "decker*  and  in  many  cases  it  probably  stuck.
